‘Three Valuable Gems ems Worth a Big *

NEW YORK. May 20.—The World 
will say tomorrow: Three dlamonds cut 
from the world-famous Excelsior stone 
and valued in the aggregate at $90,000, 
have disappeared from the shop of Tif- 
fany & Company in this city. The com- 
pany believes that they were stolen by 
somebody in their employ. In all ten 
diamonds were cut from the Excelsior 
last fall, shortly after its purchase by 
Tiffany from an English syndicate. 

The stone was found at Jaagersfon- 
tein, Sduth Africa, in 1893, and in the 
rough weighel 974 carate. It was the 
largest diamond that has ever been cut 
up and the total value of the ten stones 
taken from it was $500,000, Five of the 
diamonds were sold to New York cus- 
tomers last Christmas. Of the remain- 
ing five the company now has only two.

The council met at 8 o’clock to hear 
the report of the negotiations that had 
been in progress with the employers 
throughout the day. They agreed to all 
the stipulations of the employers, with 
the exception of that one which declared 
that the drivers of the express compa- 
nies should not be taken back. This 
was the rock upon which the peace pro- 
gramme was wrecked, and after several 
hours of debate, it was decided that 
the Teamsters’ Union could not leave 
the express drivers to make a lone 
fight, but must stand by them. It was

SILVER TONGUE, 
GOLDEN VISTA. 


Col. “Tom” Fitch Depicts 
Advance of City. 
| 
Gifted Orator Speaks at 
Union League Feast. 
— 4h—᷑ — 
Bright Inaugural of Club 
7 Monthly Dinners. 


Silver-tongued and now silver-haired 
Tom“ Fitch—the same whose mellifiu- 
ous voice has made the welkin ring and 
the eagle scream in California and other 
parts of the Union for, lo! these forty 
years or more, came into his own again 
last night when he spoke at the first 
monthly dinner of the Union League at 
its handsome home on West Second 
street. 

Greeted by a deafening roar of kl- 
yis,” cheers, hand-clapping and the 
stamping of three hundred feet the 
“veteran who lags (not) superfluous on 
the stage, was given an ovation fit for 
a returning hero, and the impetus he 
gave to the new departure of the thriv- 
ing downtown,  politico-social club 
should make successes of the future 
monthly dinners that are to be given. 

“Three cheers for the matchless ora- 
tor of the matchless Pacific,” screamed 
an enthusiastic diner when there was a 
subsidence of the applause that fol- 
lowed the close of the speaker's talk on 
the topic, “The Progress of Los An- 
geles,” which the Programme Commit- 
tee had tied around the neck of the ora- 
tor—and the crowd jumped to its feet 
and gave them with a ruah.

A commendable feature of the dinner 
was that it was served promptly at 6 
o'clock, and within a littl more than 
three hours the guests were free to go 
to their homes or to remain and enjoy 
themselves in the well-appointed club- 
rooms. The long-drawn-out evening of 
eating, followed by a late and lengthy 
programme of speaking, winding up 
with a scramble for the last car, was 
done away with, to the evident gratifi- 
cation of the club members, while an- 
other deviation from the regular ban- 
quet path was the omission of wine 
from the menu. 

The dinner itself was not cheapened 
by the expenditure of a large share of 
the appropriation for drinkables that 
many do not wish, and yet there was 
such for those who wished to order and 
pay for them.

Col. Fitch spoke in part as follows: 

“Thirty years ago, when I first vis- 
ited Los Angeles, a distinguished citi- 
zen, who still blesses the earth with 
his presence, predicted, in a burst of 
enthusiasm, that the time would come 
when there would be a population here 
of 40,000 people, and when there wouid 
be business houses as far west as 
Broadway, and as far south as Third 
street. 

“I agreed with him as to the growth 
of this section of country, but I dis- 
agreed with him as to the direction of 
the growth. I was, at the time. en- 
gaged in booming the then embryonic 
town of Santa Monica. We described 
it as “The Coming City.’ which was 
destined to be the great comme?ctial 
center of this section, with Los An- 
geles as a thriving suburb. My friend 
did not accept my prophecy implicitly, 
but he respected it to the extent of 
guarding his personal fortunes against 
the impending desolation of Los An- 
geles by purchasing a block of Santa 
Monica lots. 

“The question is sometimes asked. 
what is the cause of the marvelous 
growth of Los Angeles, and the steady 
and marvelous: increase in real estate 
values here? How is it to be rationally 
accounted for? 


ASSET OF CLIMATE. 


“The answer to this question ts that 
in the article called climate the resi- 
dent Angels have a commodity as val- 
uable and almost as salable as any 
product of man’s skill or nature’s 
bounty. And in the ownership of that 
commodity they have a monopoly, be- 
cause its supply is limited and cannot 
be increased, while buyers of that 
commodity are constantly increasing 
in number. 

“Why does the value of a Stradi- 
varius violin, or of a statue of Michael 
Angelo, or of a painting by Rubens 


| constantly advance? It is because the 


population and wealth of the civilized 
world grows every year, and there- 
fore there are more people every year 
who have the taste to appreciate and 
the means to purchase the works of the 
old masters.

“The value of those thines which the 
world appreciates and wants and which 
cannot be reproduced or rivaled in- 
creases with the increasing wealth of 
the world, and this law applies to a 
climate or a view as well as to a paint- 
ing or a violin.. 
THIS CITY THE MECCA. 

“The bilszard dodgers, the cyclone 
escapes and the hectics of the Fast 
spread all over California, but Los An- 
Angeles is their Mecca. They flock here 
every year in increasing numbers to 
buy our healing airs. Some come in 
Pullman sleepers, which usually arrive 
from one to five hours behind time. 
Some come in the tourist cars, which

Squabbie Over Arrest of Georgia De- 
faulter in Los Angeles—Ac- 
cused Out on Bail.

Hall was asked 
to point out Potter in case he came 
across him. 

Instead of doing so, Hall saw Potter 
in the Merchants’ Trust Company and 
rushed out on the street, getting an 
officer who placed Potter under arrest. 
A deputy sheriff, named Tom Hew- 
itt. came out from Georgia at his own 
expense to get Potter; Hewitt repre- 
sents the Butler Detective Agency 
which has dealings with the Thiele. 
By virtue of having actually delivered 
the prisoner into the hands of the Geor- 
gin officers, the Butler agency lays 
claim to the $1600. 

Potter has been released on bail by 
the Georgia courts, His defense is that

HEALTH OFFICER FINDS.

HIS ONE AIM. 


Apathy of Northern Cities as te 
Adulterated Sweets Prevents Posi- 
tive Prohibition of Manufacture of 
Such Stuff Here—No Profit in Bo- 
gus Olive Oil.

The Board of Healh recently 
passed a rule which permits local man- 
ufacturers to adulterate foodstuffs 
which are to be sold outside the State, 
but none that are to be placed on the 
local market. 

This discrimination permitting adul- 
terated jams and jetiies to go out f 
here is the result of a sharp rival 
between northern and southern manu- 
facturers. None of the northern cjtiea 
has passed any ordinance forbidding 
the adulteration of jams and jellies by 
labeli an inferior article as a pure 
produkt. The local canneries claim that 
if the rule were enforced here for food- 
stuffs that are shipped away from 
home, it would mean the closing of 
Nevada and Arizona markets te the 
local producers. 

Health Officer L. M. Powers. M. D., 
is now corresponding with health offi- 
cers all over the State, hoping to se- 
cure the passage of an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the false labeling of adulterat- 
ed jams and jellies in all the fruit-can- 
ning venters at the same time. That 
would give all an equal chance in out- 
of-State markets. 

Glucose is used instéad of sugar in 
many of the high-class jellies. Apple 
jelly is used to form the body of straw- 
berry and raspberry jellies, also in cur- 
rant jelly. This body jelly is made 
chiefly from apple cores and peelings. 
A new imported adulteration is Japa- 
nese vegetable gelatin. Tartaric and 
sulphuric acid are used to give the jel- 
lies u firm body. 

City Chemist Miller devotes a great 
portion of his time to ferreting out 
adulterated foodstuffs sent here from 
places outside the State. A few years 
ago, when Los Angeles had no munict- 
pa' laboratory, the city was used as 
a kind of dumping ground by manu- 
facturers of adulterated articles, Some 
of these manufacturers have not yet 
whollf broken away from the habit. 
To maintain a high standard of food- 
stuffs, the health department is re- 
quired to keep up an incessant war- 
fare against these outside manufac- 
turers. 

The Health Officer, a few days ago, 
detected a brand of cotton-seed oil that 
was being shipped here and sold, as 
pure olive oil. It has been taken off 
the market and the manufacturers 
warned to ship their cotton-seed prod- 
uct elsewhere. 

It is claimed that there is little local 
adulteration of olive oil by the use of 
cotton-seed oil for the reason that a 
very little of the cotton-seed product 
affects unfavorably the flavor of the 
genuine oil. It deteriorates the quality 
of the oll to such an extent that it is 
hot profitable to make the substitu- 
tion. But a great many brands of cot- 
ton-geed oil have been sent here as a 
cheap olive oil—sometimes all the way 
fronmitaly and Syria. 

City Chemist Miller has prepared a 
draft of a new pure-food ordinance. 
which deals almost wholly with pre- 
servatives. He says that if the City 
Couneil will pass the ordinance it will 
be a great assistance to his depart- 
ment in securing convictions. 

Mr. Miller is contemplating an anti- 
alum crusadé as affecting flour and 
baking powder. He says that a great 
deal of alum is used by millers to give 
color to cheap grades of flour. This 
he is unable to prevent until such time

The two principal reasons why the 
names of streets long eatablished ehould 
not be changed are that, In the first 
place, lewal complications aud entangle- 
ments are likely to result, especmily in 
real estate descriptions, and secon 
because the change will very probably 
disturb the historic value which the 
name of the street or highway secures 
to the community. For instance, when 
Fort street was changed to Broadway, 
it created number'ess mystifying and 
misleading property descriptions. and 
took away from Los Angeles a treas- 
ured -historim! memory. This one in- 
stance suffices for all others, and dem- 
onetrates how. in nine cares out of 
every ten, the changing of a etreet’s 
name often does harm, and seldom doe«< 
any geod.

In the face of this 
great temptation to sell liquor at retail, 
would the closing of licensed saloons 
materially lessen the dispensing of ai- 
coholics in this city? 

(2.) Would the extra percentage of 
clear profits offered by abolishment of 
license, lowering of rent by removal 
to cheap secret quarters. and ability to 
extort high prices for drinks, ied to 
the establishing of hundreds of illicit 
or “blind” saloons? 

(3.) Would the equivalent of the 
$180,000 yearly license money now paid 
into the city treasury be expended by 
keepers of illicit saloons in the purchase 
of protection from privately dishonest 
officials? 

64.) Would one of the main evils 
which the “no-saloon” ordinance aims 
to suppress, namely, the injuring of 
young men and girls by the serving of 
intoxicants in private rooms, be largely 
increased instead of materially re- 
duced? 

(5.) Would it become necessary ~> 
employ a larger police force to spy out 
hundreds of “blind” saloons, and would 
the inferior courts become clogged with 
innumerable prosecutions of illicit deal- 
ers, and punishment of offenders be de- 
feated by countless jury disagree- 
ments? 
- (6.) Would the serious danger be in- 
curred of exposing the constabulary to 
wholesale bribery, such as has been 
practiced in cities wherein such temp- 
tation was made to abound? 

(7.) Is the American appetite for 
stimulants reduced by making it harder. 
to obtain drinks? 

(8.) Is it sense to prohibit the 
serving of an after-dinner cordial in 
the main dining-room of a hotel, while 
permiiting the serving there of unlim- 
ited wine, beer and ale? 

(9.) Win the moral tone of the com- 
munity be lowéred by very numerous 
and continual infractions of the ordi- 
nance, or is there good reason to believe 
it can be enforced thoroughly and im 
partially? 

(10.) Is the fact significant that, with 
200 licensed saloons existing and the 
sale of intoxicants allowed by law in 


hotels, restaurants and clubs, $6700 in 


fines has been collected in Los Angeles 
in the first four. months of 1905 from 
the illicit sale of drinks? 

And finally: Will the abolishment of 
licensed saloons uplift the actual moral 
life of this community?

Hughes Caressed Her Grings Suit 
fer Thousand Dollars Damages. 
Wild Western Tale from Antelope

Hughes, justice of the peace for the 
Fairmount township, with headquarters 
at Elizabeth Lake, who is the center of 
the storm.

The grievances against Justice 
Hughes are epitomized in a complaint 
that will be tiled in the Superior Court 
tomorrow, in which Miss Delfina Du- 
harte is suing G. O. Hughes, the justice 
of the peace, and his bondsmen, A. A. 
Irish and B. B. Jories, to recover $1000 
damages for being bulldozed in the first 
instance, and compelled to submit to his 
love-making speeches in the second, as 
is alleged. 
The suit is the result of à long- 
drawn-out attempt on the part of the 
plaintiff and her pafents to have a cer- 
tain appeal taken from the justice's 


county, and which attempt by a curious 
— of circumstances has been pre- 
vented. 


The matter had its origin when a cer- 


tain German rancher in the Eliabeth 
Lake country separated from his Mexi- 
can wife. The woman had borne him 


children and submitted to his ab or 
80 long that she became simple, for her 
inteHigence had never been very high. 
This discarded wife was in Los An- 
geles, but had a craving to see her chil- 
dren; she felt that she must see them, 
and though having but very little 
money, she made her way to Lancaster, 
and appealed to Justice of the Peace 
Buckley to help her along ta her desti- 
nation. He wrote a note tothe Duharte 
family, and sent the woman to the Du- 
harte ranch, about twenty miles from 
Elizabeth Lake, knowing that there she 
would receive care and consideration. 
The Duharte family are of French 
stock and are wealthy in a moderate 
way. When the Mexican woman ar- 
rived and they read Buckley's note, 
they did the best they could for the 
mother, and told her that they would 
see to it that she was taken over to her 
husband's place in due time. The next 
day a note was sent to the old German, 
telling him that his wife was coming 
along to see her children. Mrs. Du- 
harte and her daughter accompanied 
the Mexican mother on her way to her 
old home from which she was now ex- 
cluded. 

ut after the long and wearisome. 
ride the German met the party at the 
entrance to the rond leading to his 
place, and threatened them with a shot- 
gun. He refu to permit the woman 
to see her children, and threatened to 
blow the roof off their heads, if 
they attempted to drive in. He was so 
abusive and rippe@ the air so terribly 
with his mouth-filling oaths, that, fear- 
ful for their lives, the threc women 
turned the horse’s head and returned to 
the Duharte's home. Mrs. Duharte, de- 
termined to have the old German ar- 
rested for his threatening language, but 
she was anticipated by the old man 
slipping down to Elisabeth Lake and 
swearing out a warrant for the mother 
and daughter on the charge of disturb- 
ing the peace. 

Constable Smith arrested the two 
women late in the afternoon, and Mr. 
Duharte accompanied the officer and 
his wife and daughter in their twenty- 
mile drive to Elizabeth Lake. It was 
6:20 o'clock before they were arraigned 
before Justice Hughes, and as the lat- 
ter stumbled into his seat it is alleged 
that for a place where no ®lcoholic 
liquors were dispensed, he was display- 
ine extraordinary exhilaration. 

The complaint avers that the follow- 
ing scene took place: 

“Stand up there, you women,” the 
justice said, as the constable beckoned 
to them. “Now litt your hands and 
plead gullty, and let's quit this——” 
“All right, judge, Interposed Mr. Du- 
harte, “I can give all the ball you want 
and——"’ 

“D—your bail,” stuttered the trate 
dispenser of the law. “thiseis no case 
for ball. Hold up your hands—” 
“Rut. judge.’ and the voice of Du- 
harte began to rise in proportion us his 
temper was stirred, I have lived here 
for vears and am known by every.ne—"

HE WOULDN'T “JUMP.” 
NOW WANTS A DIVORCE. 
Mrs. Ophelia Wiley has become what 
ste calls “sanctified,” and has joined 
the Holiness Band. Her husband, 
Frank Wiley. has begun suit for di- 
vorce. The Wileys were married in 
this city on April 16. 1903, and every- 
thing went Along very well with them 
until Mrs. Wiley became of 
some exaggerated religious ideas. 
since then she has acted in a 
manner which she calls the “outward 
expression” of her sanctification, but 
which he avers is extreme cruelty, and 
on that ground he has begun his di- 
vorce suit, through his attorney, F. H. 
Thompson. 

In his complaint Wiley declares that 
he is a plasterer by trade, making good 
wages, and with steady employment, 
and obliged by the nature of his work 
to labor hard from early morning un- 
til late night. K the past four 
or five nths his wife would leave the 
home at Hollywood in the morning and 
remain away until nearly midnight, 
omitting any attention to her house- 
hold duties. 

When Wiley would return home in 
the evening he would have to cook his 
own meal—if he wanted any, and then 
wash the dishes and do the household 
chores. Remonstrating with his wife 
was of no avail. She reminded him 
that “man does not live by bread 
alone,“ and after all what are meat and 
drink but gratifications of the flesh? 

Wiley had to have some of the 

“gratifications,” for his work was hard 
and his hours of labor were long, so 
he kept on cooking his own victuals. 
In the meantime, Mrs. Wiley had be- 
come a full-fledged member of the re- 
ligious sect known as the “Sanctified 
Persons’ or the “Holiness Band,” and 
giving money to her for household ex- 
penses was like throwing water down 
a rat hole. Mrs. Wiley, instead of pay- 
ing bilis for household necessaries, 
would hand the money over to the 
“Sanctified. Persons. Her only 
was that in “giving to the poor she was 
lending te the Lord.“ 
There was a little nest egg in the 
bank that Mrs. Wiley was anxious to 
get, according to her husband's ver- 
sion, and she besought him to crucify 
the flesh and take that money and do- 
nate it to the “Sanctified Parsons.” 
When this proposition was made Wiley 
gasped in astonishment. 

“What, take the money I have 
worked hard for. and stinted and saved 
for a home”? Not on your life!” 

But ft was the wife's penitential sea 
son each month that, perhaps, hit him 
the hardest. During those periods he 
had to hustle for something to eat 
harder than at other times. During 
each month Mrs. Wiley would have a 
four ⸗days' fast, and at such times 
She would neither cook anything herself 
or permit him to do any cooking. He'd 
return home at night ravenous for 
something to eat, and at such times 
would find his wife at home all right. 
In place of a beefsteak to allay the 
inward craving, he would be told that 
he who maketh a god of his tummy is 
booked for the eternal bow-wows. 
The husband begged his wife to let 
go, telling her that it was absurd for 
her to expect that he could fast four 
days, but she held him down to her 
own limit, and he fled to the nearest 
restaurant. 
Then, too, Wiley avers that though 
his wife's ation doesn’t work out 
like measles, it does prove very try- 
ing at the most inopportune hours. 
After midnight when everything is still, 
when the cars have stopped running, 
and all the world appears to be steeped 
in slurmber. he says that his wife gets 
the jumps. Quite frequently she will 
arise and go outside and in front of 
the house and sing, pray and shout by 
the hour to a jumping accompaniment. 
To keep her from arousing the neigh- 
borhocd he has been obliged to get up 
and compel her to return inside the 
house. Thus, Wiley complains, his 
night's rest was disturbed and ke Could 
not efficiently face the next day’s work. 
But April 15 last Mrs. Wiley went away 
from her home and allied herself. defi- 
nitely with the “Sanctified. Persons,” or 
“Holiness Band,” and since then the 
husband has been able to subscribe 
himself as “plasterer and housewife,” 
as the burden of household duties has 
rested altogether upon him, and in ad- 
dition to his own daily labor. 

All ef which, Wiley contends, is ex- 
treme cruehy, and on this ground he 
asks for a divorce from his wife, and 
such other relief as the court may deem 
proper.

The art of “improving Nature’ has 
nowhere been carried to a higher 
science than in the realm of the Jog 
men. So apt are these sometimes 
rather unscrupulous fellows *that they 
can make of a mediocre dog a good 
one and often beat an animal that with 
a iair show would outrank thei: offer- 
ing by half a dozen points. More ways 
of doing the job are in existence than 
there are different kinds of dogs, and 
any bench show habitue knows that 
the canine varieties are now legion. 

To a certain extent, the art of wetter- 
ing a show dog is entirely justifiable, 
and a recognized adjunct of the suc- 
cessful exhibitor, but when it resorts 
to the practice of fraud in dyeing coata, 
affixing hair to bare spots where a hir- 
sute growth should stand; “plucking,” 
“trimming,” singeing.“ touching up 
with belladonna, and “patching,” the 
judge has no use for it, and part of his 
office is to detect and punish the evi- 
dences of such work. 

In the legitimate branches of “im- 
proving’ where the exhibitor starts out, 
in good faith with a high class animal 
and merely desires to get his prospec- 
tive prize winner into the best of con- 
dition by giving him such advantages 
as are recognized as fair, much more 
can be dove than the average spectator 
wots of The systematic education of 
a dog in ring behavior, teaching him 
to carry himself properly and «how tha 
amount of vivacity expected in the 
breed, particularly if it be terrier, is 
frequently practiced; in fact nearly 
every dog that puts up a good appear- 
ance before the critical eye of the 
judge has been through some such 
“course of sprouts. 

Likewise, the trimming and careful 
currying of coats is allowed as long 
as it does not overstep the line that 
divides fairness from sharp practice.

Tabloid Man. a Genuine Pocket Hercules. 


The smallest athlete in the world has 
come out of Burmah, his native land, 
and made his appearance in England.

Some bull 
terriers show a tendency to ragge or 
brushy caudal appendages—inosi fatal 
defects. But the ingenuity of the dog 
fixer rises superior to all such emer- 
gencies;: with his bit of sandpaper he 
smooths down the offending member 
to the proportions of a butcher's steel. 
and probably gets official notice tor the 
excellence of that part of his animal's 
anatomy.

This is remedied by 
breaking the joints and placing the 
member in plaster of paris, or weight- 
ing it to cause a reverse tenden v.

CAPT. LAJOIE EXPLAINS THE 
ART OF HITTING. 


Napoieon Lajoie, captain and mana- 
ger of the Cleveland baseball team, 
gives the beginners an idea of how to 
get into the game. He says: 

“To begin with, a good batter is born, 
not made. Take any ball player with 
a good eye, steady hand, and a little 
judgment, and you can teach him how 
to hit, but if he hasn't these three qual- 
ities to open up on, you might as well 
hitch a can to him at the &tart, for 
there's no coaching on earth that can 
do him any good. In these days, when 
a ball ie breaking three or four ways, 
and breaking awful fast, it takes a 
pretty good eye to follow the bend and 
a good, steady pair of arms to help 
out your eye. So, in my opinion, to 
open with, the three things needed by 
any firet-claes hitter are good eyes, 
steady hands, and enough judgment to 
guess with or outguess the pitchers. 
And it takes some pretty good guessing, 
for they are getting wiser every day in 
the box. 

“There's no particular style of hold- 
ing a bat or standing at the plate that 
you can teach a batter. Let him stand 
up the way that feels most natural to 
him. If a bat feels better in his hands 
held way down near the handle, he 
should always hold it there, and if he 
can get a better swing holding it high 
up, he should take this course. Hin 
Keeler holds his biff-stick almost half 
way up, while as for myself, I can hit 
vetter with a longer swing nearer the 
handle. Then, again, some hitters like 
to hug a plate right on the corner of 
the pan, while others stand back and 
step into the ball they want to smash. 


can come nearer working a pitcher, and 
then, again, he can sometimes step out 


the outside cerner, while the fellow who 
stands far ‘mck is helpless against a 
pitcher with gogd control who is able 
to shave the outside edge with his 
curve ball. 

“There is one point, however, which 
every batter should always follow out. 
And right here is where most hitters 
make a mistake. The second a pitcher 
winds up, the batsman should watch 
every movement, a then follow the 
ball with his eye until it reaches the 
plate. A good many ball players lose 
track of the ball until it reaches the 
pan, and then, as a rule, it is all off 
and only a matter of guess. If you 
follow the ball with your eye pretty 
close all the way up you stand ag 
chance to know about what is coming 
off. and so be ready to go against it. 
“Another point is to always step into 
a ball and never away from it. When- 
ever you see one of these fellows reach- 
ing for the water bucket with his front 
hoof you can put it down he is a mark 
ofr the man in the box. A good pitcher 
will have this kind shooting duck all 
the afternoon. It's a pretty good thing 
not to draw away from the plate until 
the waiter brings the finger bowl. 
Never let a pitcher know you are afraid 
of him, no matter how much speed he 
has or how wild he is. Stand up and 
take your chance at ducking and he 
won't be wasting many at your head. 
Here's another point. You don't al- 
ways have to wait until a ball splits 
the plate. The fellow out there in the 
box is there to keep you guessing. When 
he does this everything breaks his own 
way. What the batsman should do is 
to keep the pitcher guessing. If he puts 
one over a bit wide and isn't looking 
for you to go against it, just step out 
and soak it for a change. Do this once 


Fool him just the same as he ia crying 
to fool you. 

„it you are not Able to figure out 
what is coming up you can't stand 
much chance to hit that day unless you 
are lucky. 
“To pick up the knack of hitting a 
man has to keep plugging away and 
practice hard. You can't learn to bat 
out in the field or sitting on the bench. 
You've got to be up there at that plate 
and get your eye trained to follow a 
faet ball and a curve, and my advice is 
to get ail the practice vou can. It's a 
whole lot easier to learn how to fleld 
than it is how to hit. There are plenty 
of those who can learn how to handle 
a Ny ball or stop 4 grounder, but only a 
few who can step up with the hickory 
and set the pitcher on his head. There 
are plenty of fast flelders in the minor 
leagues who would be higher up today 
if they could enly hold their ground at

Charlies T. Eden-Eadon, secretary and 
general manager of the E. W. Van- 
duzen Company of Cincinnati, the old- 
est and largest bell-founding concern in 
the United States, is at the Hollenbeck 
Hotel. He will soon be on his way to 
the Lewis and Clark Exposition @t 
Portland, where he will direct the in- 
Stu lla tion of a chime of eleven bells in 
the government building, which occu- 
ples a commanding site on an island 
near the center of the grounds. 

Perhaps few modern industries com- 
bine so attractively the elements of 
hard labor and art delicacy as the 
founding of bells —a process understood 
by Mr. Eden-Eadon, not merely as the 
general manager of a celebrated foun- 
dry, but also as a musician, a pipe 
organist, and an orchestral and choral 
director.

MORTALITY AND REPTILES. 

Arizona's Board of Health is taking 
up the compilation of statistics con- 
cerning the causes of mortality 
throughout the Territory, with a view 
to remed bad conditions wherever 
possible. Data concerning the coming 
of consumptives, the percentage of 
cures, the best methods of treatment, 
will be compiled, ag well as much 
work done concerning the degree of 


suffering from tuberculosis. Another 
work wil! be the study of poisonous in- 
sects, reptiles and animals within the 
Territory and the proper treatment of 
persons bitten or stung. , 

This would particularly be interest- 
ing in cases of rattlesnakes and hydro- 
probia skunks, really the only death 
dealers among the many with which 
the Southwest is commonly charged. 
Very few instances are reported of in- 
sary or death from poisonous animals 
or reptiles, but it is acknowledged that 
the information of the public concern- 
ing proper treatment for those wounds 
is now most meager.

Prodig 

An 52 in Paris writes: The 
epoch of the child prodigy seems upon 
us, replete with astonishing and awe- 
inspiring yirtuosity. The cities of 
Europe have been thronged and stirred 
to the core by marvelous infant tal- 
ent. When one sees a little nine-year- 
old boy climb into a youth's chair, 
place his tiny little feet on an attach- 
ment built some twelve inches above 
the piano pedals, with the composure 
and control of a full-grown artist, and 
with the cleverness of experience, 
quickly and accurately mentally meas- 
ure his keyboard and take a hand posi- 
tion which depicts power and posi- 
tiveness of attack, one is overcome 
with astonishment, and the question: 
‘when will wonders cease?’ confronts 
us. Such a wonder of child ability is 
the young Polish pianist, Miecio Hors- 
zowski, a handsome small boy of nine 
years (a pupil of the famous Leschet- 
izky) who played, under the manage- 
ment of the impresario, M. J. J. Schur- 
mann, at the Concert du Vaudeville, on 
the evening of April 2ist. The child 
gave, with a power of tone quality, 
clearness of technique and mature musi- 
clanly interpretation, a programme to 
test the ability of an artist of great re- 
putation. This included the thirty-two 
variations of Beethoven, Impromptu 
and Nocturne of Chopin. Melodie of 
Gluck-Sgambati and Sicilienne of 
Leschetizsky. To the repeated recalls 
and enthusiastic shouts of “bravo,” 
the little fellow graciously responded, 
with many bows and sweet smiles, then 
climbing again into his high chair 
played an encore.

Whistler Once More. 

Painter in oils and water-colors, pas- 
tellist, etcher, lithographer, and deco- 
rator, and attaining to great distinc- 
tion, if not reaching quite the highest 
mark in all these diverse branches of 
art, what wonder that James McNeill 
Whistler excites a perennial interest 
among artists and art lovers! His 
unique personality, his vanities, his 
eccentricities, have ever been a target 
for the slings and arrows of those who 
came only to scoff—many of whom, I 
am glad to say, remained at the feet 
of this master for much worthier reas- 
ons. Most of their prejudices melted 
away, one by one, before the intense 
earnestness of Whistler the craftsman, 
and before an individuality remarkable 
enough to influence the art of his day 
more profoundly than any of his con- 
tem poraries. 

The recent issues of the art journals, 
both here and in Europe, are printing 
appreciations of Whistler, some in the 
line of reminiscence and some purely 
critical. Then, too, the International 
Society of Sculptors, Painters and 
Gravers, of which Whistler was presi- 
dent, has been holding an exhibition 
of his works. Over five hundred etch- 
ings were collected for the display, a 
hundred and fifty lithographs, and 
numerous studies and drawings in lead 
pencil, chalks, and pen and ink. The 
collection of oils, water-colors and 
pastels was, unfortunately, not so com- 

plete. 

regard to Whistler's methods and 

technique, Harper Pennington writes 
of him in the International Quarterly: 

“The particular point that—was of 
great interest to him was exactitude of 
tone. e painted figures, indoors, so 
low in tone that he could have added 


a streak of sunshine at its proper value

Art in the eee 

In an article on “Early Christian 
Art in the Roman Catacombs,” in the 
Burlington Magazine, J. P. Richter 
raakes a comparison between these 
quaint and simple pictures and those 
of the Renaissance. He thinks, indeed, 
that it is a most fortunate accident 
that the most remarkable products of 
are art of post-Constantian Christian- 
ity are found to co-exist in Rome with 
the finest examples of the pictorial 
art of the Renaissance. “Rather more 
than ten centuries divide these two 
poles of thought and expression,“ he 
says. “This great period of time falls 
naturally into two unequal parts: eight 
hundred years of stagnation, forma- 
lism, and unintelligent copying, fol- 
lowed by an epoch of many-sided, 
rapid development, lasting at most two 
hundred and fifty years, from the time 
of Giotto and Dueccio to that of 
Raphael and Titian.”

These were the 
official tests over a four-mile track. but 
subsequent unofficial tests showed a 
speed of seventy-five miles per hour. 


General industrial Prosperity. 
This great company paid in dividends 
last year $3,684,384, besides leaving a 
surplus for the year of $2,275,508. But 
these results are also of wide genera! 
interest as reflecting the industrial 
condition of the country as a whole, 
for activity in the field of electrical 


construction connotes activity in pretty 


well every other industrial fleld. The 
year 1903 was one of record activity, but 
during the first half of 1904 the condi- 
tions were marked by general depres- 
sion. However the second half of the 
year restored conditions so nearly to 
the normal that the results for 1904 
were brought up almost to an equality 
with those of 1903. And the contracts 
ahead show, that this wave of pros- 
perity is now in still fuller swing. 
Steadying Influences. 

While all the general conditions 
throughout the country are encouraz- 
ing. and the crop situation is especially 
so, there are strong influences at work 
that prevent anything like a stock ex- 
change boom. Chief among these are 
the renewal of labor disturbances, the 
railway rate-fixing agitation and the 
political uncertainty thereby caused, 
the friction engendered through life in- 
surance exposures, the decline of har- 
mony among the big railway magnates, 
the threatened tariff war with Ger- 
many, the impending battles in the Far 
East on sea and on land, and the criti- 
— condition of foreign affairs gener- 

y. 

Chicago’s Subways. 

One result of the recent teamsters’ 
strike in Chicago was to send a vast 
quantity of merchandise underground 
for transit. Probably few of the men 
fighting to stop parcel-laden vans on 
the roadways above realized that in 
the tufinels beneath their feet whole 
trainloads of similar goods were pass- 
ing unmolested. It ts stated that dur- 
ing the disturbance many hundreds of 


tons of extra freight daily were han 


died in the subways. The system of 
tunnels is now recognized as one of 
Chicago's great safeguards in time of 
labor trouble, and the work of exten- 
sion is being pushed forward at the 
rate of two or three miles a month. 
Within ten years, experts say, there 
will be 150 miles of underground tracks 
in Chicago and its vicinity in active 
operation. The teamsters’ union will 
have no chance of bossing the city 
these coming days. 
Exit the Lantern Slide. 


The old familiar lantern slide is go- 
ing to be put out of business. Accord- 
ing to the American Inventor, a re- 
flecting lantern has been devised by 
which actual objects can be reflected 
on the screen, with all the colors of the 
original reproduced. The intervention 
of the slide is no longer necessary. By 
the new instrument any picture—pho- 
tograph, book illustration, or oil paint- 
ihg—can be thrown directly on th: 
screen. So with objects—natural his- 
tory specimens, such as butterflies and 
moths; an open watch, with the works 
all in motion; the face of an actual in- 
dividual, and so’ on. All can de re- 
produced on the screen, brilliantly 
lighted and in their nagural colors. 
The mustration of lectures will now be 
rendered at once more simple, more ef- 
fective, and less expensive. 


Searchlight Danger Signals. 

A powerful searchlight can throw a 
beam upwards into the air which, un- 
der favorable conditions, may be seen 
thirty to forty miles away. From this 
fact comes the suggestion that lighi- 


houses should employ the vertical ray. 


as supplementary to their direct fori- 
zontal light. Long before the vessel 
could see the latter, it would have been 
warned of its proximity to land by the 
vertical beam. The device is also ap- 
plicable to railroads, for a beam 
thrown directly upwards by the electric 
headlight of a locomotive. would be 
visible far away to the engineer oa 
an approaching train. 


Germany in the Far East. 

Germany officially denies the report 
that she has occupied further territory 
in the Chinese province of Shantung. 


This assurance has been sent to the 
Japanese government, the power which 
at the present time shoulders the main 
responsibility of maintaining the terri- 
torial integrity of China. The exchange 
of diplomatic notes between Berlin and 
Toko goes to prove two things, firstly, 
that Japan had serious reasens to be- 
lieve in the rumored act of appropria- 
tion, and secondly, that Germany rec- 
oghizes the danger of openly trying to 
repeat in Shantung Russia's policy in 
Manchuria. The world of diplomacy is 
inclined to the view that Germany un- 
qgucstionably took a cautious tentative 
Girct step in the direction indicated, but 
that Japan, splendidly informed and 
keenly alert, checkmated the move by 
her prompt request for information. 


Treaty Being Negotiated. 

The rumor no doubt arose. through 
the visit to China of Prince Frederick 
Leopold, brother-in-law of Emperor 
William. The Prince has been lingering 
in Peking, although presumably he is 
on his way as a spectal military envoy 
to join the Russian headquarters in 
Mat churla. Even the Berlin press now 
admits that the real object of his visit 
to the Far East is to enter into a new 
treaty with China. This treaty, it is 
avewed, has purely a commercial inter- 
est, dealing with the opening of further 
ports, the construction of railways, and 
the commercial development generally 
of the Shantung Peninsula, Germany's 
declared sphere of special influence. 
Bat tt is obvious that such negotiations 
at the present critical time must have 
fo> their main object to tighten Ger- 
many’s political hold over the terri- 
tory. and so prepare the way for the 
Emperor's insisting on taking a hand 
in the final adjustment of the terms of 
peace. Hence the sensitiveness of 
Japan, and her prompt call upon Ger- 
many to show her hand. 


Some Western Things Adopted. 

China is already organizing her army 
on western methods, and providing it 
with rifles and big guns of the latest 
models. By this the awakened giant 
passes the hint to those concerned that 
there are limits to passive acceptance 
of all demands made. China is build- 
ing textile factories, laying down iron 
and steel plants, starting workshops of 
many kinds equipped with modern ma- 
chinery. Hereby the yellow man indi- 
cates that he will not always be a meek 
buyer of other nations’ goods, but a 
manufacturer himeelf—and,. with his 
inexhaustible supply of cheap labor, 
prebably in course of time one of the 
most formidable manufacturing com- 
petitors the western nations have ever 
rur against. All these are things which 
John Chinaman's teachers would have 
wished him to leave alone. 

The Awakening of China. 

By dint of much vigorous pommeling 
China is being awakened from her 
lethargy of centuries. Both by actual 
force and by scarcely veiled threats 


the trade and the civilization of the 
wertern world have been forced upon 
her. At the present moment she is be- 
ing bidden to construct raflroads, de- 
velop her mining resources, throw open 
more treaty ports. and generaliy fall 
into line with the wide-awake and up- 
to-date nations. That she is stirring at 
last is very evident. But it is equally 
evident that the roused giant has a 
wil! of his own, and is not going 
meekly to obey the behests of those 
who are responsible for the disturbance 
of his slumbers. The western civiliza- 
tion thrust upon him he will accept, 
but he is keen to see that in the new 
outfit there are weapons to his hand 
thac he can use with mighty effect for 
his own self-preservation in the grim 
struggle for the survival of the fittest. 


A Celestia! Boycott. 

Nut now our Oriental gives us a still 
more startling proof of his capacity, 
once he has got fairly started, to as- 
similate western ideas. He finds that 
tne principle of the boycott, originated 
in Ireland and developed as a fine art 
in the United States and other lands, 
is capable of great things. And right 
hefe at the very beginning of the 
movement it may be said that there is 
no race on earth better fitted by their 
peculiar temperament to become effi- 
cient boycotters than Chinamen. They 
are shrewd, wily, stolid, patient, and 
persevering; they can wear the bland 
smile that conceals their real thoughts 
and actions, and they are pastmasters 
in the science of secret organization. 
Therefore a threat of boycotting by 
the Chinese is not to be lightly disre- 
garded. It may prove a very serious 
matter. Unfortunately for the United 
States. we are the nation on which 
the Chinaman's newly acquired know!l- 
edge of the effectiveness of the boy- 
colt is to be applied. 

John Chinaman’s “Big Stick.” 

Only the other day we were con- 
gratulating ourselves on the phenom- 
enal growth of our sales of cotton 
eckths in China—$14,000,000 worth in 
the first eight months of the current 
fiscal year as against only $6,000,000 
worth in the corresponding period of 
the year preceding. Now comes the 
announcement that Chinese importers 
and merchants are entering into a 
bond not to buy another yard of 
American cotton cloth until our laws 
bearing on the exclusion and depor- 
tation of Chinese are altered. As 
everyone knows, the merchants’ guilds 
ars the most powerful organizations 
in the Chinese empire, and their in- 
fluence on trade in every Chinese port 
and interior city is absolutely dom- 
inant. It is these guilds that are 
going to apply the boycott to the 
United States. Diplomacy, of course, 
disavows any connection with the 


that the Chinese diplomats at Wash- 
ington, if they have not actually in- 
spired the threatened boycott, accept 
it with smug complacency. The date 
or renewing the present treaty with 
China is at hand. The boycott is the 
awakened giant's “big stick,” whereby 
he is going to exact terms on some 
sort of reciprocity basis. His argu- 
ment amounts to this, that the ex- 
clurion law must be modified, or at 
alt events operated less stringently, 
if the United States is to be allowed 
to batten on- Chinese trade.

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CURRENT COMMENT. 


. T a meeting of the Chicago 
Board of Education Monday 
night, it was decided that the 
State law requiring parents to send 
their children to school and making 
them responsible for being kept there, 
would be rigidly enforced. 

The reason for this decision af the 
present time, is the tendency among 
the pupils attending certain schools to 


‘follow the example of their elders who | 


dave gone on strike. The action of 
the board came none too soon, for on 
Tuesday morning the pupils of the 
Graham Street School, numbering 
1500, and those of the Fallon public 
school. went on strike. According to 
the school officials no unfair“ 
has been delivered at the Graham 
street school, and they declared there 
Was no parent reason for the strike; 
but at the Fallon school it was caused 
dy two loads of coal from the Peabody 
Coal Company being delivered there. 
The Peabody company is one of the 
toncerns under boycott in the teams- 
ters strike, because it employs non- 
union drivers: This is not the first 
time the pupils of the Fallon schoo! 
dave suceperded their education because 
of a strike in the city, and their exam- 
ple seems o have borne fruit. Since 
Tuesday otaer schools have “struck,” 
and so the evil spreads. The Board 
of Education is to be commended for 
fits timely decision, and if it will ap- 
ply the taw adequately where the 
blame primarily resis, it can put an 


dend to 2 ikes among the pupils at- 


tending the public schools in Chicago. 
But little faith can be placed in a 
board, which later, decided to have no 
more coal delivered at the schools 
while these disturbances last. They 
would stop the school strikes by en- 
forcing the compulsory school law, 
but dy this action they put a premium 
upon them and rirengthen the hands 


of the strike leaders. By stopping the 


delivery of coal the board aids the 
boycott and the strikers to carry out 
their lawless and tyrannical objects. 
There are bad boys at school but the 
parenis are responsible for the school 
strikes. It is bad enough when la- 
borers strike, but when they and their 
Sympathizers encourage their children 
at school to do the same thing in sup- 
port of the strike, they should be made 
20 realize their mistake in a way that 
will cause 


rested and fined for failure to send 
their chillren to schoo!, and the chil- 
dren who fail to attend may be tak-n 
into custody and sent tc the parental 
schoo! on a charge of truancy. A 
schoo! education is of little value in 
the minds of many of the labor union- 
ists; they have had no education them- 
selves, and have no use for it; they 
may desire to improve their condition, 
but it is only as the thief desires to 
improve his; and so far as their chil- 
dren are concerned, the school is a 
mere makeshift until they are consid- 
ered physically able to begin the bat- 
tle of life and follow in the foots 
of their fathers. 

To encourage pupils to strike is to 
teach them lawlessness and insubordi- 


nation at the most impressionable age: 


to make ight of authority by scouting 
it in their initial contact with it, and 
to despise education as secondary to 
joining the ranks of the lawless in a 
‘fight to destréy industrial and indi- 
vidual freedom. 

School children who strike have 
been taught at home to nurse a griev- 
ance against their betters, and to re- 
gard as enemies those who stand in 
the way of their seizing what they are 
made to believe belongs to them. A 
school strike is not the work of a day, 
and no seer is needed to predict the 
future of children so educated. This 
is another of the evils of militant 
unionism and one of the most serious 
to deal with. There is no saying to 
what extent it has spread, or to 
what it has developed; but with the 
witness before us of the school strikes 
and of the 100 Chicago messenger boys 
employed by the Postal Telegraph 
Company going on strike, as they did 
on Tuesday, parading the streets and 
becoming so disorderly that fifty of 
them were arrested. most of them, 
probably, victims of a pernicious home 
training, the State, it seems to us, 


would be justified in stepping in and 


taking charge of their training for the 
sake of good citizenship and the fu- 
ture. 

Another instance of the diabolical 
mature of militant unionism has come 
to light in the case of Charles J. Carl 
sirom, an aged woodworker of Chi- 
cago, who died a few weeks azo from 
the effects of h beating received at the 
hands of three mysterious as:aliants. 
It turms out that he was murdered by 
assassins hired by the Carriage and 
Wagon Workers’ Union, local No. 4. 
who, according to a confession made 
to a police inspector by the “business” 
agent of the union, received $15 for 
their work, this sum being part of a 
fund set asice at a regular meeting of 
the organization to be used for “edu- 


coal | 


them to remember it.

cational” purposes. At the same 
meeting a list of names of men who 
had refused to join a strike of the 
carriage and wagon workers then in 
progress, was given te the hired as- 
sassins. 

The leaders of these. labor thugs as- 
sert that they condemn violence; Cor- 
nelius P. Shea, the head of the Chicago 
Teamsters’ Union, asserted it the 
other week to President Roosevelt; but 
that they not only encourage violence 
by speech and instruction, but hire 
men to commit it and pay them accord- 
ing to the enormity of the act, are 
facts no longer in dispute. The evi- 
dence in proof of them is cumulative. 
The list of atrocities grows almost 
daily, but Chicago bears off the palm 
for union barbarity. The murder of 
the old man Caristrom, who could not 
afford to strike, who would accept no 
man’s charity and saw no reason for 
striking, was revolting and heartless 
in the extreme; but it only goes to 
show that these union scoundrels draw 
@ mercy line nowhere. Their hand is 
against everyone, male and female. 
young and old, who dares to stand in 
the way of their schemes of revenge, of 
confiscation and of tyranny in the field 
of labor. ; 

The three degenerates who made the 
savage attack upon old man Caristrom 
may be tried and punished for their 
crime—if they can be found—but it is 
playing with fire unless those who 
hired the rufflans are punished also, 
and the union which authorized the 
slugging fund is suppressed as an 
enemy to society and a menace to or- 
derly government. The ax must be 
laid at the root if the evil is to be de- 
stroyed. Let the fasten its coils 
about the blood-sucking “leaders” and 
give them the limit; let the officers 
of the law exercise vigilance in run- 
ring down members of unions who are 
privy to and approve of dealings with 
thugs and put them in the sweat box: 
let them suppress every union that 
has interfered with personal liberty by 
violence or resorted to lawless meth- 
ods to enforce unjust or tyrannical de- 
mands. Let the proper authorities do 
this, and the crimes and tyrannies that 
have dragged labor in the dust and 
made it appear as if liberty were a 
myth, shall speedily come to an end. 


ROMISED MONEY 
CONSIDERATION. 


HOW THE TEAMSTERS WERE IN- 
DUCED TO STRIKE. 


Montgomery Ward & Co. of Chicago 
have issued an address to their em- 
ployés which tells some plain truths 
in connection with the teamsters’ 
strike. It was the strike of the gar- 
ment workers of this firm and the 
sympathetic but futile movement of 
its teamsters that led to existing con- 
ditions in Chicago. The address fol- 
lows: 

“We desire to thank our employés for 
their loyalty so universally displayed 
during the strike of the past three 
weeks. We have felt sure that the 
teamsters have not had the sympathy 
of our employés nor of the public in 
this cause and we are advised that the 
teamsters who are out do not know 
what it is all about. 

“The teamsters’ organization was 
promised a money consideration by the 
Garment Workers’ Union if they would 
call out our teamsters. The question 
as to the merits of the case was never 
considered. We tried to get the Feder- 
ation officials to consider the fact that 
the cutters had deliberately broken 
their written contract with us, and of- 
fered the contract itself in evidence, 
but they would @ot look at it. The 
facts are that they had determined in 
advance to call out our drivers. We 
felt that it was due our manhood to 
‘call their bluff.” and we did so. 

“TE is time that conditions which 
make possible such threats as labor 
leaders have been handing out in Chi- 
cago recently were changed. It is 
time that labor leaders, and the rank 
and file of the unions. come to their 
senses and realize that threats, vio- 
lence and intimidation will never heip 
the cause of unionism; that unionism 
will only be a success and a benefit to 
its members when they make a union 
card stand for reliability. sobriety and 
ebility. 

“Things would be vastly differen: if 
employers could feel that union work 
men were always good workmen: brt 
they are not at the present time. It is 
a rare thing tor the unions nowadays 
to consider the persona! character and 
qtalifications of any applicant for 
membership. or his knowledge and 
skill in ‘his’ line of trade. Hundreds 
of bums, loafers and sluggers in Chi- 
cago are members of various unions. 
You can see them following wagons 
going to and from our store, you can 
see them in the saloon across the 


street. and in other saloons that we 
happen to know about.

EVERYWHERE. 


Established Where Citizens’ 
Alliances Eaist. 


Unions Dying Out and Strikes 
Mostly a Memory. 
Plenty of Work, Good Wages 
and Men Satisfied. 


{FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 19.—A 
meeting of the executive committee 
of the State Federation of Citizens’ 
Alliances was held at the headquarters 
in the Crossley Building this week. 
State President W. E. Alexander 
called the meeting to order at 2 p.m.,

laar of Los Angeles. Other cities were 
represented by proxies. 

The question of forming a Coast 
Federation of Alliances, to include all 
the alliances from Seattle to San 
Diego, was taken up and a committee 
appointed to confer with the officers 
of ‘the various alliances and complete 


the federation. 


Requests for charters for new al- 
liances at Eureka. San Pedro and San 
Rafael were received and referred to 
the committee on organization, with 
a suggestion that immediate action 
be taken. 

Herbert George spoke on the bene- 
fits that would accrue to the shipping 
and mercantile interests of this city 
from the formation of the United 
Shipping and Transportation Associa- 
tion, which will control the shipping 
interests, Organization has just been 
completed. 

C. C. Champlin spoke of the situa- 
tion at Petaluma, which he declared 
to be an “open shop” town, and 
stated that a mass meeting would 
be held there next Wednesday even- 
ing under the auspices of the Peta- 
luma Alliance. 

Secretary Mayhew of Sacramento, 
reported conditions favorable, with 
all contractors busy and workmen sat- 
isfied and that the influence of the al- 
liance could be best illustrated. by 
the fact that during the three years 
prior to April 1, 1904, there had been 
seventy-one strikes and labor disputes, 


involving a loss of over $1,000,000 to, 


the laboring people alone, and that 
since that date there had been but 
one strike, which was settled per- 
manently on a strictly open shop ba- 
sis. The merit system of wages is 
observed and the hours have not been 
increased, except by some union men, 
who are working without limitation 
as to hours or restriction as to wages. 
Law and order is strictly enforced in 
the capital city and the merchants re- 
port conditions favorable for a ban- 
ner business year. 

The secretary also reported on the 
special work done at Fresno and ex- 
plained the action of the master 
plumbers and employing members of 
the builders. A declaration for open 
shop made about February 15, has 
been rigidly observed and is giving 
good results. The effort of a would-be 
political leader who dictates the ac- 
tion of the State Building Trades 
Council to inject politics into the 
Fresno council resulted in the dis- 
banding of the council after tb elec- 
tion of April. Mr. Mayhew predicted 
that the conservative labor element 
would predominate in the Fresno un- 
ions and that strikes would soon be 
but a memory of the past in the rai- 
sin district. 

John C. Clarke of Stockton, an- 
nounced that all was quiet in that 
city, as there has not been any ser. 
ous labor disturbances there for many 
months. Fully one-third of the busi- 
ness houses of that city are now run- 
ning on a strictly “open shop”. basis. 

The merchants and manufacturers 
realize that the maintenance of the 
Citizens’ Alliance is necessary to in- 
sure industrial peace, and cheerfully 
lend their moral and financial sup- 
port to the organization, considering 
it a sort of insurance against labor 
disturbances. The membership is 
steadily increasing and there have 
been no desertions from the ranks. 

All the laborers in unskilled lines, 
as well as all skilled laberers, are 
busy, most of them with steady em- 
ployment at good wages, as all of 
the “open shop” employers pay the 
union wages, or more wheu the em- 
ployé earns it, and maintain the same 
hours as formerly. Merit, and not 
union affiliation, regulates their com- 
pensation. Union men are learning 
that there is no premium placed upon 
grafting and that merit is what wins 
advancement and increase of wages. 
The employers running “open shop 
declare that the men are more cheer- 
ful at their work and accomplish far 
more than when their output was lim- 
ited by union rules and they them- 
selves were annoyed by the com- 
mands of the walking delegates. 

C. F. Carl of Oakland, reported the 
alliance there to be in a flourishing 
condition. There haa been no labor 
trouble in Oakland for the past six 
months and the city Is rapidly pro- 
gressing toward the “open shop.” All 
of the livery stables are non-union.

IN SQUABBLE OVER THEIR RIVAL 
ORGANIZATIONS. 


President of American Federation 
of Labor Warns Unions to Avoid 
Western Socialistic Body — De- 
nounces a Japanese Who Enters 
Labor Wer. 


President Gompers and the Execu- 
tive Council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor are now thoroughly up 
in arms against the Debs Sofialists and 
the Indusirial Union, which they have 
started asa rival to the American 
Federation of Labor, says a report in 
a New York exchange. The Fede- 
ration’s Executive Council passed reso- 
lutions condemning the movement, 
which were sent to the New York 
unions yesterday. The Eastern unions 
are warned to beware of the Western 
movement as inimical to the trades 
unions and intended to disrupt them. 

In New York, some of the officers of 
unions which belong to the American 
Federation of Labor are Debs Social- 
ists and ready to take sides against 
Gompers. The statement of the Exe- 
cutive Council does not refer to these, 
neither does Gompers in a statement 
on che new movement, which he sent 
to the unions in New York and other 
Eastern cities yesterday. 

Debs is also out with a statement, in 
which he attacks Gompers. He holds 
the President and the Executive Coun- 
eil of the American Federation of 
Labor responsible for the failure of the 
American Ratiroads unions strike 
eievep years ago. 

Among other things Mr. Gompers 
says in his statement:

Gomp- 
ers says he is ready to meet any one at 
the proper time and defend trades- 
unionism.

GOMPERS'S 
NEW SCHOOL. 


He Makes a “Discovery” in 
Political Economy. 


Claims to Have Prevented a 
National Panic. 


— 
But He Only Exposes His 
Ignorance. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 
National Federation of Labor, is the 
founder of a new school of political 
economy, says the Wall Street Jour- 
nal. He is the discoverer of a new 
economic principle. More than this. 
he lays claim to having prevented a 
great national panic. This is a claim 
of such large interest to business men 
that it may be well to cxamine a lit- 
tle into the facts. 

Mr. Gompers has recently declared 
that the firm resistance which the 
labor organizations of this country 
have made to the pressure of em- 
ployers for lower rates of wages has 
been responsible for cuiting shorter 
the period of business depression and 
giving a new uplift to the industries 
of the country. His argument is that 
the severity of our past panics has 
been due largely to the fact that when 
the periods of business depression 
set in the employers began to reduce 
wages, a measure which they were 
able to carry into effect because the 
workingmen were not sufficiently or- 
ganized. This reduction of wages re- 
sulted in reducing ‘the purchasing 
power of the wage earners of the 
country. In the aggregate this re- 
duction amounted to many millions ot 
dollars. The workingmen having 
less wages had to reduce their pur- 
chases. The storekeepers, therefore. 
could sell less and their profits were 
correspondingly lowered. in turn, 
they reduced their orders on the 
wholesale houses. Following the se- 

uence back., it was found that the 
manufacturers could market less of 
their products and were obliged to re- 
duce their productive energy. and 
hence the whole. business of the coun- 
try was thrown into a condition of a 
semi-paralysis, and acute distress fol- 


. Gompers said when the 
signs of business reaction occurred 
last year, he laid down the principle 
that the labor unions ought not to 
submit to any reduction of labor in 
consequence of this reaction. His 
idea was that they should resist all 
reductions in wages, not merely on 
their own account. but on account of 
the interests of the whole country. 
inasmuch as sch reduction would re- 
duce their spending power, and this 
reduced spending power would have 
the consequences which were experi- 
enced in former periods of business 
prosperity. Mr. Gompers claims that 
the workmen's organized resistance 
to the demands of employers for lower 
wages has been instrumental in large 
part in preventing the reaction of 
last year from going to severe 
lengths: and in fact, the revived ree. 
perity of this year Is mainly attri} 
uted to the fact that the union wage 
earners as a buik have continued to 
draw good wages and to spend them 
freely. 

We think that we have fairly pre- 
sented Mr. Gompers’ argument, al- 
though we have not attempted in any 
way to quote the language which he 
has used. Mr. Gompers is looked 
upon as a prophet among his own peo- 
ple, and no doubt his new theory of 
economics is being accepted by mil- 
lions of people as sound. It is quite 
probable, moreover, that there are 
millions of persons outside of the 
labor unions who, while perhaps dim- 
ly feeling that there is some fallacy 
in Mr. Gompers’ argument, are yet 
unable to discover it. Yet if Mr. 
Gompers should endeavor to lift him- 
self by his bootstraps he would be 
doing no more absurd thing than he 
has in putting forth this new “eco- 
nomic principle.” 

The purchasing power of the wage- 
earner depends only in part upon the 
number of dollars in wages which he 
receives. The purchasing power de- 
pends upon the amount of meat, 
clothing and other commodities which 
those dollars will buy. A workman 
receiving $4 a day may be poorer 
than another workman receiving $1 a 
day if the $4 of the first workman will 
purchase less than the $1 of the see- 
ond. Five dollars a day would be 
poor wages in the Klondike. with the 
price of a ham sandwich quoted at 73 
cents. The workman might be betier 
off in Pennsylvania on the $1 a dav. 
As a matter of fact, a workman who 
is employed during a period of bus! 
ness depression, even though at ro- 


, duced wages, may be better off on 


the whole than in a time of inflated 
values with double his former amount 
of wages.

modities. Wages have advanced to a 
notable degree, and we are not sorry 
for it, for well paid labor, other 
things being equal, is a good national 
investment. But it is notable that 


those increased wages have Leen ac-. 


companied by a corresvonding, or 
nearly corresponding increase in tLe 
price of commodities, so it would be 
in many cases difficuit to determine 
whether the workmen is any better 
off now than when he was getting less 
pay. The test of the prosperity of the 
wage-earners is really in the number 
of men who are employed, and 
whether their rate of wages corres- 
ponds in fair degree with the cost of 
living. 

Mr. Gompers evidently does not un- 
derstand this. 
tempts to arrest ¢he action of the law 
of supply and demand, tke employers 
must do likewise, and the jacked up 
price will offset the Ixckei un wages. 

In a time of business depression 
when the demand falis off, the suppiy 
must be correspondingly reduced. 
Wages are naturally lowered. but this 
movement so necessary for the life of 
the business man, is accompanied 
with lower prices, so practically the 
a earner is no worse off than be- 
ore. 

The ideal condition is that in which 
there is an automatic and equitable 
adjustment of wages and prices, the 
latter falling with the former, and 
wages advancing as quickly as prices 
go higher; and withal everybody at 
work is willing to work.

The Building Trades Council of 


Fresno is reported in a critical con- 
dition. Some days ago it passed out 
of existence as an actual labor organi- 
zation by withdrawing from the In- 
ternational Building Trades Council, 
and refusing to affiliate with the Cali- 
fornia State Building Trades Council, 
of which Pin Head McCarthy is the 
boss. Last Monday night when the 
Fresno Building Trade Council met for 
business, it developed that it has no 
authority to act. 4 
According to President Tucker of 
Dartmouth College the children of 
wage earners are availing themselves 
very largely of the advantages of 
higher education.

The labor question is assuming er- 
tremely important proportions in

It is seid 
that these were on sale openly in sa- 
loons and t¥at newly arrived foreign- 
ers with no experience in the mines 
were able to get them by paying the 

rice. 

“Democritus” Frazer of the Mount 
Perry Times, points out in a recent 
issue “that if Jesus Christ came to 
Austrelia today he would not be al- 
lowed to land, as the Alien Immigra- 
tion Restriction Act which governs 
the ‘White Australia golicy’ would 
forbid him.”

Zicknor. But the real body of the 
Dok is far from a mere recital of dry 
fact. Dr. Peck has not confined him- 
self within any narrow bounds. He 

given his critical appreciation full 
Swing, and he has succeeded in writing 
te of the historian which must take 
iret place among the existing works. 
He has divided his volume into ten 
chapters, the first of which deals with 
the New England historians and the 
closing one with a summary of the sub- 
ject which engages his pen. The other 
chapters are devoted to Prescott and 
his work. We have his early years, 
the manner in which he made his 
Choice of a career, his early successes, 
his work while he was in mid career, 
And the last ten years of his life. We 
then have a chapter upon Prescott's 
style, deals especially with 
“Ferdinand and Isabella;” one taking 
critically “The Conquest of Aexico,“ 
viewed as literature and as hist ; 
and finally a critical review of The 
Conquest of Peru“ and “Philip It.“ As 
to the rank of Prescott as a historian, 
Prof. Peck tells us that in forming an 
estimate of Prescott's rank among 
American writers of history. one's 
thought inevitably associates him with 
certain of his contemporaries. The 
Spanish subjects which he made his 
Own, invite a direct comparison with

of his first three books—the extension 

n domination over the New 
Worl ngs him into a direct rela- 
on to Francis Parkman. The com- 
parison with Irving is more immedi- 
Btely suggested by the fact that had 
Prescott not entered the field precisely 
When he did, the story of Cortes and 
of the Mexican conquest would have 
been written by Irving. “How fortu- 
mate was the chance which gave the 
task to Prescott,” exclaims Prof. Peck, 
“must be obvious to all who are famil- 
far with the writings of both men.” 
Comparing Prescott with Parkman, 
Hur author says: There are some who 
would rate Parkman above Prescott. 
They speak of him as more truly an 
American historian, because the topic 
which he chose—the development of 
New France—has a direct bearing 
upon the national history of the United 
States. This. however, is at once to 
filmit the word ‘American’ in a thor- 
Oughly unreasonable way, and also to 
allow the choice of theme to prejudice 
one’s jydgment of the manner in which 
that theme is treated. Parkman, to be 
ure, has merits of his own, some of 
which are less discernible in Preacott. 
For picturesqueness, as for accuracy, 
both men are on a level. There is a 
@reater freshness of feeling in Park- 
man, a sort of open air effect. which 
is redolent of his actual experience 
of the great plains and the far Wat 
ern mountains in the days which he 
passed among the Indian tribes. This 
cannot be expected of one whose phys!- 
cal infirmities confined him to the 
limits of his liberty. But. on the other 
hand. Prescott chose a broader field, 
and he made that field more thoroughly 
his own. These two—Prescott and 
Parkman—must take rank not far 
apart. Between them, they have di- 
vided, so to speak, the early history of 
the American Continent in the sphere 
Which lies beyond the bounds of purely 
Anglo-Saxon conquest. In bringing 
his volume to a close, Dr. Peck gives 
his estimate of the writings of Pres- 
cott. He says: “He has, to use his 
own words, ‘suffered the scaffolding to 
remain after the building has been 
completed.” Those who sneer at his 
array of testimony are none the le«s 
Unable to impeach. it. Though his- 
torical science has in many respects 
made great advance since his death. 
his work still stands essentially un- 
Shaken. He had the historical con- 
ecience in a rare degree: one feels his 
fairness and is willing to accept his 
judgment. If the seems to lack a 
Special gift for philosophical analysis, 
the plan and scope of his histories did 
not contemplate a subjective treat 
ment. What he meant to do, he did. 
and he did it with a combination of 
historical exactness and literary ar- 
tistry such as no other American, at 
Teast, has yet exhibited. Without the 
humor of Irving. or the fire of Motlev. 
or the Intimate touch of Parkman. he ts 
Superior to all three in poise and jude- 
ment and distinction: so that on the 
whole one may accept the dictum of a 
distinguished scholar (Dr. K. 
Adams) who, in summing up the merits 
Which we recognize in Prescott, de- 
clares them to be so conspicuous and 
so abounding as to place him at the 
head of all American historians.”

THE HISTORY OF VIRGINIA 


RING RECONSTRUCTION. y 
amilton James Eckenrode. The Johns Hop- 
ine Press. itimore. . 


Greatly is our historical literature be- 
ing added to by the monographs writ- 
tem as doctor thesis that are being is- 
sued from the press of our various uni- 
versities. These works are produced 
with no thought of monetary return, 
and with no saving of labor in research. 
They are produced by men who are en- 
thusiastic in their labors. Ani their 
labors are as a rule fruitful because 
they are guided by their instructors in 
the very branches under which their 
books or monographs roperly fall. 
From the press of the John Hopkins 
University there comes a study by 
Hamilton James Eckenrode upon “The 
Political History of Virginia During the 
Reconstruction.” The book is supple- 
mented with “Lay Sermons” by Amos 
Griswold Warner, with a biographical! 
sketch by George Elliott Howard. But 
these supplementary pages are bound 
in the book solely for conventence, and 
with the monograph upon reconstruc- 
tion in Virginia we are chiefly con- 
cerned. The monograph does not at- 
tempt to deal with the economic, social, 
and coustiiutional features of the re- 
construction. The investigation 
chiefly concerned with political parties. 
It demonstrates the following facts: (1) 
The Alexandria government formed the 
nucleus of the Republican party in Vir- 
ginia, and reconstructive measures 
were attempted at Alexandria before 
the end of the war. (2.) President John- 
gon wished to restore the Southern 
Btates to their former position, vonse- 
queniiy his policy should not be called 
reconstruction, the term Applying prop- 
@riy to the action of Congress. (3.) The 
Repohn an party in Virginia was for 
the most part opposed to unlimited ne- 
gro euffrage. until the Philadelphia con- 
VYention of 1864, when “manhood” suf 
rage became a party measure. (4.) The 
opposition of the Virginia Republicans 
to Johnson's State government and 
their adverse testimony before the re- 


] Construction committee played a 


siderabie part in occasioning the recon- 
struction of Virginia. (5.) The Freed- 
man’s Bureau and the Union League 
were the agencies which drew the 
freedmen into the Republican party. 
(6.) In the beginning of the reconstruc- 
tion a considerable and influential! part 
of the conservative people, chiefly 
Whigs, attempted to unite with the 
blacks in the Republican party, but 
were repulsed by them; in fact, the ex- 
treme radical attitude of the freedmen 
was one of the chief causes of the unl- 


suffrage. (7.) The policy of the Repub- 
licans in the constitutional convention 
of 1868 was to make the negro a full 
citizen by granting him suffrage, the 
right to uffice-holding and jury-service; 
to provide him with education; and to 
give him the chance of attaining eco- 
nomic independenre. (8) The restora- 
tion of Virginia was due to the joint 
action of the conservatives and of the 
Republicans hvstile to extreme radical- 
ism.

Wild Labrador. 

THE LURE OF THE LABRADOR WILD. By 
Dillon Wallace. Fleming H. Revell Com- 
pany, New York. 

The assertion that all the world loves 
a lover goes unchallenged. That here 
and there may be an isolated excep- 
tion but proves the rule. It would, 
perhaps, be a bit too broad to assert 
that all the world also loves an ad- 
venturer, and yet the assertion would 
not be altogether inaccurate. There is 
a certain fascination, hardly less pow- 

Il than that of the lover, that wra 
itself about the adventurer and his ad- 
ventures. The tales of many of our 
writers who ignore entirely the love 
element in novels are read by thou- 
sands upon thousands of readers. The 
books of Jack London and his fellow- 
narrators of adventures, founded 
largely upon fact, attest the mighty 
hold that adventures have upon the 
imagination of the average person. 

To speak of The Lure of the Labra- 
gor Wild” as a tale of adventure is 
both erroneous and unjust. But that 


it is, despite its historical basis, as 
good as any tale of adventure cannot 
be denied. is book, with its pic- 


turesque title. is the story of the ex- 
ploring expedition conducted by Leon- 
idas Hubbard, Jr. The author of the 
book is Dillon Wallace, who went wit 
Mr. Hubbard. But Mr. Hubbard di 
not go on his adventure of exploratio:, 
to discover speciments that would be 
of interest to the scientific world. Why 
did he go? The title of Mr. Wallace's 
book answers the query better than 
more lengthy explanation could— 
“lure,” by his mental pictures of Lab- 
rador, he was lured there. The very 
opening lines of ihe book tell of how 
the expedition was undertaken: 
„How would you like to go to Lab- 
rador, Wallace?’ 
“It was a snowy night in late Novem- 
ber, 1901, that my friend, Leonidas 
Hubbard, Jr., asked me this question. 
All day he and I had been tramping 
through the snow among the Shawan- 
gunk Mountains in Southern New 
York, and when the shades of even- 
ing fell we had built a lean-to of 
boughs to shelter us from the storm. 
Now that we had eaten our supper of 
bread and bacon, washed down with 
tea, we lay before our roaring camp- 
fire, luxuriating in its glow and 
warmth. 
“Hubbard's question was put to me 
so abruptly that it rather startled me. 
Labrador!“ I exclaimed. ‘Now 
where in the world is Labrador?’ 
“Of course I knew it was somewhere 
in the northeastern part of the conti- 
nent: but s many years had passed 
since I lald away my old school geog- 
raphy that its exact situation had es- 
en pod my memory, and the only other 
knowledge that I had retained of the 
country was a confused sense of its 
being a sort of Arctic wilderness. Hub- 
bard proceeded to enlighten me, by 
tracing with his pencil, on the fiy-leaf 
of his notebook, an outline of the 
peninsula. 
„Ver interesting.“ I commented, 
‘But why do you wish to go there” 
„Man,“ he replied, don't you realize 
it's about the only part pf the conti- 
nent that hasn't been explored?” 
That tells the spirit in which this 
expedition to Labrador was under- 
taken. There was no wish to explore 
for the mere increase of the know!- 
edge of mankind. There a no wish 
to explore for the purpose of coloniza- 
tion. Here were two adventurers in 
the flesh and blood who merely took up 
the journey because of the fact that 
they must force their way through 
wilds which had never before felt the 
touch of foot. The very opening lines. 
as shown by our quotation, are full of 
interest. And 80 on through the en- 
tire book. There is not a dull page, 
there is not an uninteresting passage, 
there is not a moment of lagging in 
the movement from the first to the 
last page of “The Lure of the Labra- 
dor Wild.” It was Kipling who sang: 
„There's no sense in going further—it's 
the edge of cultivation.” . 

fo they said, and I believed it. 

Till a volce, as bad as Conscience, rang 
interminable changes 

On one everlasting Whisper day and 
night repeated—so: 

“Something hidden. Go and find It. 
Go and look behind the Ranges— 

Something lost behind the Ranges.

Any author who brings forth a sec- 
ond volume of verse ‘is deserving of 
some little recognition. The poets and 
berds whe come before the public 
with a rst volume of verse are not 
to be counted, for their number is 
legion. But when a poet has pub- 
lished one book of poems and ventures 
again, there Is certain one of three 
things. He has lots of money, or he 
fiar lots of courage, or hie verse 
pleased the public. The first, because 
most of the poetry published today is 
issued at the expense of the writer. 
The second, because the success won 
by any single volume of verse, no 
matter how great may be its popular- 
ity in proportion with the success of

ishes to the present volume by Mr. 
Mifflin are the dedication and the pref- 
atory note. It may be that we are 
generally prejudice against dedica- 
tions, but whether the reader is aversed 
on general principles to dedicatory let- 
ters or not, the dedication of the lat- 
est product by Mr. Mifflin will strike 
him as a very serious blemish to the 
book. Not because it is startling or 
il!-constructed, is this so, but because 
it makes a decidedly unfavorable im- 
pression of the character of the poet 
as an introduction to his work. Mat- 
ter of this character may be permissa- 
bie in private letters—it is out of place 
in a volume offered to the reading pub- 
lic The objection which we would 
advance against the prefatory note 
will be self-evident after a reading of 
that note: “Alfred Lord Tennyson 
complained very justly that it was the 
custom nowadays among readers to 
find in every poem a part of the bi- 
ography of the poet. He asserted that 
his own poems had a very different 
origin. He asked that the reader at- 
tribute to the poet at least a small 
share of imagination, and begged him 
to consider a poem as a work of art 
which might have its origin in a single 
word—in less than a word—in some 
intangible gleam, or in the creative 
faculty rather than in the narrow per- 
sonal experience of an individual.“ 
This note with the initiala of Mr. Mit- 
Um attached thereto is certainly curi- 
ous in its surroundings. But after 
all, these two biemishes, are not di- 
rectly effective u the verses, which 
make up the volume. Of his poetry, 
the best in the volume is that which 
deals with women. For instance in 
“She Pleads at the Door,” though there 
is little that is original, yet the pic- 
ture is very complete: 
O suffer me now—even me— with this 
alabaster of nard, which I bring. 
To enter the house of the feast; 
The pride of my beauty low on the 
floor in scorn do I fling, 
I, who am least of the least.

In attractive form from the Ames and 
Rollinson Press comes ie Iberian,” 
a dramatic composition by Osborn R. 
Camb. Musical accompaniments have 
been composed by Mr. H. Claiborne 
Dixon, and these are to be issued sep- 
arately. In writing The Iberian,”

“The Courtship of a Careful Man 
and a Few Other Courtships“ does not 
impress one as the namé of a book of 


much worth. The tit suggests a vol-/ 


ume of would-be-emart sort of Gis- 
cussions of the sacred passion. But 
the title of Mr. Martin's book is the 
poorest thing about it—is, indeed, the 
only poor thing about it. The title by 
itself would not attract the reader. 
But the name of Edward Sanford Mar.

That the people in a country 
where politics play so large a part 
should be as much interested in lit- 
ical life as the peo in a military 
nation are intereste 
fairs is not surprising. o- 
casion for surprise it is in the fact 
that the novelists have therto so 
neglected the field of politics. Within 
the past year, however, many a novel 
based upon a political theme has seen 
the light of print. Some of these have 
been exceedingly popular, and we an- 
ticipate that of the successful hooks 
“The Candidate” win be one. “The 
Candidate” fells the story of a man's 
fight for the office of President of the 
United States. The narrative i» con- 
cerned with his actual battle for the 
ballots of the people. We have a pilc- 
ture of his campaign. He tours the 
country doing what we term “stump- 
ing.“ The pieture given of this can- 
didate, runnink up and down the face 
of the land to win the votes of the 
people, is both interesting and instruc- 
tive. Mr. Altsheler has introduced in- 
to his story as characters a number 
of newspaper men who accompany the 
candidate upon his trip.

The Iris. 


THE ROOK OF THE IRIS. 1 

John Lane, New York. „ 

Much can be said in approval, and 
some little has to be said in disap- 
provaf, of the volumes of practical gar- 
dening beoks which Mr. John Lane, of 
New York, has been issuing for the 
past several years. These books, from 
a mechanical standpoint, are excellent. 
Their size is satisfactory, their gen- 
eral appearance is good, and their - 
lustrations are all that could be de- 
sired. From the standpoint of prac- 
tical usefulness, however, we can not 
speak so favoraviy or conclusively. In 
the first place, the *coks are issued 
simultaneously in both England and 
America, but they are English in au- 
thorship and English in the principles 
which they set forth. In some of the 
plants which have been treated this 
may make little difference; in others, 
however, it makes a vast amount of 
difference. For the cultivation of the 
same plant may be entirely different in 
America from what it is in England. 
This may not be due to arwitrary 
choice in all cases, for not infrequently. 
because of the difference in both soi! 
and climate, the treatment of a plant 
that would be successful across the At- 
lantic would prove unsuccessful on this 
side. This is the most serious fault to 
be found by the series of books from 
the American's viewpoint. 

The latest book in the series is that 
on the Iris. The text in its arrange- 
ment is similar to its predecessors. In 
opening up the subject, the author 
mentions the three principal classes of 
the plant and the treatment required 
for each. In the next portion of the 

the various species of the iris are 
described in detail. These species are 
so arranged in classifications as to as- 
sist the reader in understanding their 
peculiarities and resemblances, and 
also to add to the usefulness of the 
book as a reference work.

A SERMON ON EVIL EFFECTS OF THE 
TO DOMINATION. . 


By Pastor Wagner. 


AISFORTUNES of all kinds 
arise from that propensity to 
domination. It is the cause of 
hindrance in the development of the 
work of mankind. Wherever two men 
meet together, if that evil spirit an- 
imates them, a struggle for power be- 
gins between them. Even in that 
close association that we call marriage 
we find that fatal error which consists 
in believing that, to attain a happy 
result, one must domineer over the 
other. That idea is forever disturbing 
social relations. There are some 
minds thet are only at rest when 
their will has been carried out. They 
apply to their own advantage the 
words of Christ when He says: 
“Thou wilt be My friend, if thou 
doest My will.” They always seem to 
be saying: “So far we agree very 
well; but take care, the first time you 
open your mouth to express the slight- 
est and most reasonable objection we 
will no longer be friends, for any ob- 
jection or even advice ts regarded by 
n v. 

This poisonous spirit of domination 
springs forth at the very outset of life. 
It often imperils our youth. When 


| children play together there are al- 


ways some who are not satisfied until 
the others give way to their caprice 
or obstinacy. They cannot play on a 
democratic footing wherein each one 
is acknowledged to be the equal of 
tne other, and they cannot accept for 
their own selves that tendency to 
equality that exists between little boys 
and little girls. No, they are kings 
——they must govern. The game they 
propose must be chosen or else they 
will not play. It their opinion does 
not prevail in the little discussions 
‘taat always arise, you see them depart 
like offended majesties, and shake 

you the dust of their sandals. 
When they grow up they will have 
exclusive 


live with them! 

You must not think that this spirit 
is only found in the lay world, in 
what is called “the world.” This 


are people who only look upon you 4s 
a good Christian if you think exactly 
as they do; they declare that you are 
an atheist if you do not believe in 
God the same manner as they. There 
is but one God—most of us are of 


that opinion. But these people say: 
“There is but one God, and that is 
mine” 

There are also ers who 


have an extraordinary authoritative 
mind, who wield the power of t 

as though it had been bestowed upon 
them alone. It is a sacred monopoly. 
They are convineed that reason con- 
sists in they alone being reasonable. 
Tne right of others ig to say “Amen.” 

This spirit of domination is a great 
danger throughout the domain of hu- 
man activity. We should cleanse our- 
selves of it as though of the plague. 
Let us scrutinize ourselves, let us 
look into ourselves, let us find out 
whether it, or something akin to it, 
does not exist in us, and whether we 
do not sacrifice to idols and tyrants. 
For if the autocratic spirit has so 
‘much power in this world, it is not 
because of any special virtue that it 
possesses, but because of the coward- 
lee of men who not only put up with 
it and tolerate it, but even acclaim 
it and bear it on their shields. How 
many slaves to power there are to be 
found in the crowd of humanity! 

We bow down to the power of 
wealth without inquiring whether 
there is honesty behind those riches; 
we bow down to the political power 


of a man who knows how to make that 


use of other men and who has ac- 
quired over them a peculiar authority; 
we bow down before him without ask- 
ing by what means he has attained 
his influence, whether his authority 
proceeds from a clear conscience, from 
his inner and true worth, or only 
from the absence of scruples and that 
peculiar skill that recalls the serpent 


wisdom, that nations have the form of 
government they deserve, According 
to this law, we have among us the 
greatnesses that we merit, for it is 
we who make them, who acredit them. 
It is we who, united together, as & 
aocile wall in the stones of their ped- 


_estal, bear with this greatness which 


one movement of indepe 
so easily overthrow. 

There are some poor women who 
have a kind of awed admiration for 
the man who beats them. When one 
considers the unlimited credit that has 
been enjoyed among mankind by cer- 
tain destroyers of men, when one con- 
siders the credit they have enjoyed, 
not only in their lifetime, but even 
after their death, by a curious revival 
of their memory, one is obliged to 
think that mankind sometimes be- 
haves like the poor woman who wor- 
ships the husband who ill-treats her. 
Brutality is looked upon as a sign of 
strength; the contempt of others is 
held to be superiority and almost a 
proof of the right.to domineer. 

By one avenging word Christ de- 
stroys the fictitious and ridiculous 
greatness of vanity, brands the san- 
guinary crimes og domination by the 
strength of the sword, the blasphemy 


of spiritual domination over men's 


souls, and with one gesture that shows 
a part of the Almighty Power of Eter- 
ne! Truth, He says: 
not be so”-——that is to say, if you are 
men, if you feel what a wonderful 
being you are, if sometimes when 
brushing away the superficial dust you 
see the sign of God shining on the 
metal of your soul; if you know of 
what gold you are made, if you know 
what divine pride should exist within 
a man and what a sentiment of deep- 
seated dignity should be buried in the 
roots of his life; if you are my dis- 
ciples, if you have a little goodness as 
well as a little pride, then “Ye shall 
not be so.” It could not be, for you 
know what is true greatness. That 
greatness is not in outward and super- 
ficial signs, in titles, in the hierarchi- 
cal insignias. It does not bow down 
before a label, but before the very 
essence liself of things. 

No spirit has penetrated so deeply 
to the bottom of life as has the spirit 
of the gospels. It ts a formidable 
spirit of superficial vanities and pre- 
tensions behind which there ig empti- 
ness, It is a spirit that is essentially 
hostile to the broad and boastful

He says that Amer- 
ican plumbers, receiving $4.50 per day, recently objected 
to using tools, saving they had been hired as boss plumb- 
ers only. Said he: . 

“I told them we would have to do everything we could 
to accomplish results, and that I had worked with tools 
myself during the first three months of®my stay. As | 
said this they replied: 

“Go away! What are you giving us! You look like a 
dry-goods clerk!” 

“Well.” I sald, “how I look now makes no difference. 
1 tell vou I used tools every day during that time. Using 
tools is a part of the trade of a plumber. I expect to use 
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them whenever it is necessary, and I expect you men to 
use them now that it is necessary. After that I had no 
further trouble.” 

It is the same with boss carpenters and boss mechanics 
of all kinds. Those who come here are expected to do 
what they are ordered, and they cannot draw the line as 
to their work as they do in the United States. The only 
men who are absolutely independent in this respect are 


the steam shovel and erane men, who work under an 
ironclad agreement with their union and who receive 


from $135 to $175 per month. I understand these men 
have a representative in Washington, through whom they 
deal as to their work. 

As to hours, the ten-hour day is a necessity here, and 
it is a question whether it can be changed as far as me- 
chanical labor is concerned. If eight hours are given to 


certain classes of American mechanics, it will be with a man is just starting life. He gets a salary of $125 @ 


provision as to overtime; and the men will have to work 
the ten hours in order to not disturb the native labor. 
When the construction of the canal is in full swing there 
may be three shifts of eight hours each day, the work 
going on by means of electricity all night through. 

Some mechanics tell me that $3 a day in the United 
States is as good as $4.50 a day at Panama. I doubt this. 
The mechanics have their quarters furnished, and, 


through the new commissary arrangements, living will 


be better and cheaper. It will be well, however, for all 
to make fixed contracts as to their wages before coming 
to Panama. Good men will be in steady demand, and 
wages Will be increased in proportion to efficiency and 
skill. The best mechanic will always command the high- 


est wages, but the poor workman is liable to be graded | 


according to what he actually does, and that without re- 
gard to the union rules of the United States. 


Chances for Engineers at Panama. 


The engineering corps at Panama is bound to be a 
high-priced one. The head of the commission, Mr. 
Shonts gets $30,000 a year, the chief engineer, Mr. Wal- 
lace, $25,000, and the governor of the canal zone $17,500. 
The subordinate engineers are now receiving something 
like $3000 and less, the young engineer, just out of col- 
lege, getting a salary not higher than that of the average 
government clerk. Such men, however, have great op- 
portunities for advancement. The fact that they are em- 
ployed upon the canal is a credit to them, and those who 
do well here will become famous as rpecialists the world 
over. Said one of the engineers to me the other night: 

“For the next ten years the whole world will be watch- 


ing the isthmus, and no man's work can be hidden under 
a bushel, If one makes a reputation at Panama, he can 
command his own salary anywhere; and, besides, the op- 


portunities for development, for the bringing out of 
character and making men, are nowhere so great. We 
engineers have to take things in the rough. We are 
working with all sorts of materials, and have to invent 
new processes at every step. It is safe to say that scores 
of men who are now employed here as engineers will 
within the next five years be known in their profession 
all over the world: whereas they would not have ad- 
vanced had they remained in the United States.” 


Government Clerks. 


Among the worst kickers at Panama have been the 


government clerks. During the winter great dissatisfac- 
tion prevailed, and in the height of the yellow-fever sea- 
son, had there been free transportation home, Uncle Sam 
would have lost three-fourths of his employés. Condi- 
tions are better now, salaries have been advanced in 


many cases, and there is a much better spirit among the 


men. Our clerks are of a superior class. They are above 


the average in intelligence, and, I might say, culture; but 
it seems to me they are below the average of sturdy | 


Americanism in endurance, ambition and sticktoitive- 
ness. Most of them come from cities where they have 
been accustomed to all sorts of luxuries, and a large num- 
ber are from the government mills at Washington, which 
invariably grind the ambition out of a man and make.

Another cause is closely associated with the general 
social and political conditions of the country. In a land 
where criminal justice is so organized that a witness 
‘may receive worse punishment than the criminal, in 
which the whole of society is compartmented off into 
secret societies, in which mutual suspicion is the most 
striking characteristic of the whole people, a man who 
retires into a corner with a friend to hold a whispered 
conversation lays himself open to a thousand accusa- 
tions; and the aim of every Chinaman is to say nothing 
during the whole course of his life which cannot be heard 
by everyone within a radius of fifty yards. Such public- 
ity and openness of speech may save him from being ar- 
rested on suspicion; it is perhaps a slender chance, but 
it is a chance he prefers to take advantage of. 


An illustration of the advantages of noise as an anti- 
dote to suspicion is afforded by . story: An 
Englishman who lived in one of the suburbs of Shanghai 
was much annoyed each night by a Chinaman who 
passed his house regularly, trundling a heavy wheelbar- 
row, the ungreased axle of which made a dismal and 
continuous screech. After standing it as long as he 
could, the Englishman, who spoke Chinese, waited one 
night until the man with the wheelbarrow arrived, and 
then rushed out into the road with an oll can and offered 
his services to the unmoved Celestial. 

Explanations ensued, during which the Englishman 
failed utterly to make the Chinaman understand that the 
noise of his barrow was objectionable, but succeeded in 
conveying the idea that he wanted the noise to be stop- 

ped, through an application of oil. |

aadignantly: “Do you wish to have me taken for a

The only explanation of the Chinese love of noise 
which I have been able to evolve is the following, and | 
give it to you for what it is worth: 


In a Chinese city your first impression, according to 
your temperament, will be that of a great noise or that of 
a great smell. These are the things in which a Chinese 
city is great. It is a notable juxtaposition, for it is an 
indubitable fact that you cannot exercise your sense of 
smell to its full capacity in the midst of a loud noise 
(a thousand instances rise at my call;) and I suppose 
that, as a matter of fact, you cannot employ any two 


senses simultaneously with the same degree of keenness 


as you get when you employ them separately—it is some 
such fundamental truth as this which makes the cym- 
phony a higher form of thusic than the opera. 


Now, were it not for one fatal objection (which I shal! 
state in a. moment) the theory that Chinese noise ha 
been evolved as a reducing agent for Chinese smells 
would present many attractions to the student of Chinese 
institutions. 

But the single objection oversets the theory completely 
and it is this, that it is impossible to determine from any 
data vet available whether a Chinaman loves a sme!! 
more than a noise or a noise more than a smell. The 
possibility (and in using that word in preference to 
“probability” I wish to prejudice no judgment which | 
may form on fuller information)—the possibility, I re- 
peat, that smell, and not noise, is a Chinaman’s real long 
suit in Celestial esthetics reduces to an absurdity the 
sugcestion that the latter was invented as an antidote to 
the former. 


This brings us to the hypothesis that the invariable co- 


incidence of noise, smell and Chinaman represents a sort 
of working compromise (akin to what is known as “eco- 


nomic speed” in a battleship) through which John re- 
ceives the greatest possible satisfaction from his two 
great national endowments.

although it is tmperfect, having a great hole in one side 
caused by a heavy beam falling upon it during one of 
the conflagrations from which the city has suffered, 
it is an impressive sight. It is said that the bell was 
_ weakened in the making through the mistaken zeal of 
the people, who flung very freely of their jewels into 

the casting. The great bell is now a monument of past 
_ glory, and is one of the sights of Moscow. 


Ivan the Terrible has left his mark upon every part 
of this great city. Wherever the tourist looks there is 
something to remind him of the gloomy tyrant whose 
word was law, and whose frown meant death. The Red 
Square is haunted by the ghosts of those massacred 
by the hundreds to appease his inhuman thirst for blood. 
On the 25th of July, 1570, the gibbets were set up in this 
place, and not even those who fondly cherished the 
thought that they were his friends and favorites, escaped 
his fury.

Horses. 


THE Task OF TRAINING THEM FOR © 
THE TANK DRAMA. 


OME nights until long after midnight passersby in 

y Thirty-third street see the glow of lights in the Hip- 
podrome Building and wonder what can be keeping 
people there so long after the performance has closed. 
If they listen closely they hear sharp commands and the 
bistol-shotlike cracking of a whip and the thunder of 


Stage. It is a rehearsal of the water horses. 

Those who have been to a Hippodrome performance 
have known the long and graceful leap which the horses 
of Wilson’s raiders take into the pool in the front stage. 
The horses take it, most of them, as though they liked 
the trick as much as a small boy likes the plunge into 
the swimming hole on a hot summer afternoon. But 
there are always two or three who buck and kick and 
bang back at the edge of the pool.

| to the plunge that they took it almost before the riders 
| on their backs were ready. But when they were brought 
the mystery of the great, murmuring house full of people 
complicated the aquatic feat, the horses all balked. 
| They would not go into that pool. Nothing would

| pedrome opened there were horse rehearsals three or 
- four times a day, until the brutes discovered that there 
was no more danger to them in the new building than 
_ there had been in the solitude and quiet of Coney Island 
at least some of them learned it. But it became ap- 
parent that there were several which could never be re- 
lied upon to live up to the theatrical requirements of the 
So a few days ago it was determined to break in ten 


understudy water horses which could be substituted for 


the balkers and in case of any accident for any horse 
that was disabled in the course of the performance. It 
is this training which has kept the back part of the Hip- 
podrome building awake until all hours of the morning 
of late. 
The horses selected for initiation as plungers are either 
_ thoroughbreds discarded from the race tracks for lack of 
speed or condemned cavalry mounts. The thoroughbred, 
| cranky and touchy as he is, is found to be the horse 
which is quickest to learn that if he does exactly as his 
trainer tells him no harm will come. That is the axiom 
which seems to have been ground into the thorough- 
bred’s blood. “What the nian says is right can never 
bring me to harm. It may be very disagreeable or very 
exciting, but it will come out all right.” i 
The cavalry horse has learned the lesson by experience. 
even though it is not in his blood, and so he does very 
nearly as well as the thoroughbred when the test comes. 
Dr. Potter, the Hippodrome’s veterinary, has charge 
of the plunging lessons. He selects the after midnight 
hours for his work because then, and only then, he has 
the stage altogether free and need not look out for any 
heads or arms or legs other than those of his own men 
and horses. No spectators are allowed—at least, not if 
he knows it. He is assisted by the riders, one for each 
horse, and four or five stablemen, and the Hippodrome’s 


trained nurse sits up in her little emergency hospital 


‘across the street and waits until the rehearsal is over 

But there have been no accidents so far, except barked 
shins and bruised legs and shoulders and a bloody nose 

or so. Dr. Potter gathers the new horses at the back of 

the stace, in line. A heavy pad is laid at the corner of 
the tank from which the horses are to plunge; this is to 
keep them from slipping in their efforts to swing 
around and bolt, and in case they do slip to save them 
some of the shock of the fall. : 
Then Dr. Potter goes to the edge of the jumping-off 
place and gives the signal. He has a whip in his hand, 
but he seldom uses it, except to crack it loudly behind the 
back of a reluctant plunger. The first time the horses 
started for the plunge there was lots of trouble. 

The very first horse went up on his hind legs and made 
pushing away gestures at the glaring footlights with his ) 
fore feet. And pirouetting thus, with a boy clinging to 
his back like a scared monkey, he stepped off the edge of 
thestage and went down. The next one whirled like a 
polo pony at the brink and bolted across to the Forty- 
fourth-street side of the stage. He had to be brought up 
to the brink on the run three times before he could be 
induced to jump forward into the wavy, glittering mys- 
tery of the pool. 

And so it went, each horse showing his distrust and 
fright in a new way, and finally, either because of a 
fiick of the whip lash across the hocks of his hind legs 


or because of an impetus he could not slacken, tumbling 
overboard rather than leaping.

“We ship ice cream by rail not only to hotels and to 
various individual users, but to many dealers, in more or 
less distant towns and cities, whose customers prefer a 
New York cream of known and standard quality. Our 
ice cream is regularly sold in many places outside of New 
York. 

“Our factories here are situated in various parts of the 
city, so located that from one or another of them we can 
reach any railroad station in the city with the smallest 
possible loss of time, and as the distance between the 
railroad station and the consumer at the other end is 
not likely to be great, there is little loss of time for 
waste of the packing there. We ship by express, on pas- 
senger trains, and with our factories located as they are 
here, we are enabled to deliver ice cream at interior 
points as quickly as those points could be reached by an 
individual traveler. 

“But while we are thus constantly sending ice cream 
to many interior points over long distances by rail, we 
send it, as I said, far greater distances by sea. We regu- 
larly supply, as we have long done, many lines of trans- 
atlantic steamers with ice cream, stocking them with 
quantities sufficient to last across and back. 


“Ice cream made of poor materials and poorly made 


and packed begins to deteriorate in two or three days 
but ice cream made as we make it, of pure cream only. 
and properly made and packed, will keep in good order 
for a long period. Aboard ship the cream goes into the 
vessel's cold storage room, and there it is kept for use as 
required. We have stocked Mediterranean steamers also 
with ice cream supplies sufficient to last them the entire 
trip out and back tc New York. 

“We have shipped ice cream. to Berlin, in Germany. 
This cream was repacked at the port of arrival on the 
other side and then forwarded by rail to Berlin, where it 
arrived in perfect condition. 

“But we have shipped ice cream from here to points far 
more distant still, namely, to China and to Australia. 
This cream was shipped first across the Atlantic to 
Bremerhaven, where it was repacked and placed in the 
cold rooms of steamers for China and for Australia, to 
make these long voyages to the other side of the world in 
every way satisfactorily. 

“So you see that while it is true that ice cream is a 
perishable commodity, it can readily be shipped and we 
are constantly shipping it to many points and to great 
distances.“ |

CAMILLE FUAMMARION SUGGESTS A 


STARTLING HYPOTHESIS. 
From a Special Correspondent. 

P conscious force of plants and the conscious force of 
animals. It is like an elementary spirit, eccentric or 
rational, clever or silly, farseeing or blind, headstrong or 
indifferent, passing from one extreme to the other. It 
wriggles thrc igh space, it moves among men with sur- 
prising agility, appearing and disappearing like—light- 
bing. 

The speaker was Camille Flammarion, the world- 
famous astronomer .nd scientist, who has devoted much 


of his recent time ud study to exploring the mysteries of 


lightning which have baffled the ages. 

“Then even the freaks of lightning follow determined 
laws?” I asked. 3 

‘In ‘nswer to the question, he pointed to a pile of 
paper on his desk. 

„Fach year | receive from the Ministry of Justice offi- 
cial acccunts of all accidents from lightning, as described 
in police reports. Here lightning kills, there it passes 
without injuring. Farther on, it seems absolutely frol- 
Ic ung. I have under my eyes hundreds of examples. 
And yet it is not possible to draw from them any con- 
clusion as to a law. Sometimes it gives rise to the 
hypoth sis that it is a thought which, instead of being 
attached to a brain, is attached to an electric current. 

“All that can be affirnfed for the present, is that in 

spite of its apparent independence, lightning does not act 
as freely as we might be inclined to believe. It obeys 
certain laws still undetermined, and its actions, seem- 
ingly so unregulated end so capricious, are not the re- 
sult of sheer accident. The plea of chance is sought as 
a refuge for our ignorance, but it cannot explain these 
fantastical phenomena. 

“The only sure way to reach general facts, is by con- 
sulting particulars. This is the method I invariably 
adopt in investigating any scientific subject. Now here 
are a few of the strange frea’ M lightning which I have 
succeeded in bringing togethe. 7 


“Abbe Spallanzini relates that August 29, 1791, a peas- 
ant girl was in a field during a storm, when suddenly a 
globe of fire, the size of a billiard ball, appeared at her 
feet. Gliding along the earth, this little ball reached her 
bare toes, which it appeared to caress, then rose under 
her clothes, opening out her skirts like an umbrella, and 
came out by the middle of her bodice, leaping into the 
air with a great noise, having retained its globular form. 
The girl fell backward. Two witnesses ran to her as- 
sistance. She was uninjured. Medical examination 
proved that there was only a superficial erosion stretch- 
ing from the knee to the middle of the chest, and that 
her clothes were cut through where the ball had passed 
out. 


“In 1897, at Liguy, France, a husband and his wife 
were sleeping quietly one night, when a formidable noise 
awoke them suddenly. The chimney had fallen, filling 
the room with débris. Within the house, the effects of 
the bolt had been as terrifying, but remarkably eccentric. 
Just beneath the ceiling, near which hung a harrow with 
kitchen utensils hooked on it, the stones of the wall had 
been projected horizontally with such violence that they 

stuck in the wall opposite. While all the glasses in the 
. windows were smashed, a mirror was detached from the 
wall and laid uninjured on the floor. A chair, with 
clothes thrown on it, was taken up and set down near the 
entrance door. A small lamp and a box of matches were 
found on the floor, undamaged. 


“Harmless enough are such little pranks as these. But 
it must not be forgotten that some strokes of lightning 
are veritable catastrophes. One day during a religious 
ceremony at Carpentras, fifty persons were killed or in- 
jured by lightning. On the sloop Sappho, in February, 
1820. six men were killed and fourteen seriosuly injured.

One 
touched it with his foot. It exploded, killing him in-

“This goes to prove that people should not play with 
lightning. It does not like to be interfered with, and 
the lessons which it reserves for the imprudent are cruel. 


“One of the strangest fancies of lightning is for un- 
dressing its victims. Once a woman dressed as a man 
was caught in a storm; her clothes and shoes were torn 
off by lightning and thrown afar, so that she had to 
wrap up in a sheet in order to reach the nearest village. 
Shoes or clothing may be destroyed or neatly unsewn, 
and the wearers left unhurt. July 5, 1883, at Void, two 
workmen who had sought shelter under a willow were 
hurled more than four yards without being injured. Au- 
gust 2, 1862, at the Prince Eugene Barracks, in Paris, 
lightning fell 
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Those in bed were jerked to their feet, while those stand- 
ing were thrown down. Dr. Gaultier de Claubry was one 
day struck without having other injury than his beard 
destroyed to the roots, so that it never grew. again. 
Laure Leloup, a 20-year-old girl at Fresnaux, had a fur- 
row cut in her hair as if shaved with a razor, where the 
lightning had passed. Sometimes it splits a man neatly 
in two, as with an ax. This happened to a miller’s boy | 
at Groix, January 20, 1868. He was cut straight up from 
the legs to the top of the head. In 1889, lightning struck | 
a mirror, making ten holes in the gilt frame, violating 
the gilding and transporting it to the face of the mirror, 
while the quicksilver on the back was traced in the most 
beautiful designs. 

“We call such things freaks, but they are rather ap- 
parent than real, for they are determined by causes. So 
it is with the prettiest woman; without knowing it, obey- 
ing internal or external causes, she is less capricious |

It is furthermore no- 
ticeable that more men are killed than women. In 
France alone, more than 10,000 people were killed by 
lightning during the nineteetnh century. For 3979 men 
there were 1462 women, or about one-third. This has 
sometimes been attributed to differences of nature, to or- 
ganic electricity, or to clothes. It is probably due to 
the simple fact that there are less women than men in 
the fields, and they are consequently less exposed.

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The value of the bark depends largely upon its color, 
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Does an umbrella with an extra long handle ward off the 


rays of the sun any better than one with a handle of con- 


venient length? Is not the latter far more serviceable 
and easier to manage in storms than if it had a greater 
leverage and proportionable less spread of top? All who 
have had any experience in such matters must admit that 
lofty trees with wide-spreading branches are only desir- 
able when there is room for full development, as in large 
parks, and forests, amid concordant surroundings, conse- 
quently, they are sadly out of place in gardens, the areas 
of which are measured by yards, or, at most, square rods. 

Many of the low-growing species such as A. armata 
and A. cavenia, make the best of hedges, and no more 
beautiful shrubs can be found for lawn or garden deco- 
ration than A. cultriformis, A. pravissima and A. verti- 
cillata. These are all low-growing, under ten feet high, 
and if taller ones are needed they will be found in those 


listed as street trees. 


The following are among the best species for street 
planting, and most of them are obtainable in the 
nurseries of California, especially in those of 
the southern part. They are placed in the order 
ol their desirability, though intending pur- 
chasers should look up several of the leading 
species that they may find which is most suited to 
their individual taste. A. melanoxylon, the “Black- 
wood,” probably the hardest of all, though not suited to 
dry locations, as it inhabits the rich alluvial river bot- 
toms in its native country; A. retinodes, var. floribunda, 
sometimes called A. floribunda; A. longissima, name said 


| to be only a horticultural name, but a fine tree, whatever 


it may prove to be botanically; A. saligna, very willow- 
like in appearance, as indicated by the name (which 
means willow-like;) A. cyanophylla, a somewhat larger 
tree than the last, though similar in appearance, with a 
larger leaf, weeping in habit, with a nice bluish tinge; A. 
longifolia, much the same style as the two preceding: A. 
dealbata, the “Silver Wattle;” A. decurrens, the “Green 
Wattle,” and A. mollissima, the “Black Wattle,” three 
cut-leaved species; A. linearis, and lastly, A. pycnantha. 
the “Golden Wattle.” One writer recently claimed the 
last mentioned was unfitted for ornamental purpose, but 
in flower it is one of the showiest. Many more are de- 
serving of mention in such a list, and volumes might be 
written about them, but we have endeavored to mention 
only those most to be desired and most easily obtained. 
Of the newer ones there are many of considerable prom- | 
ise, but until they have been fully tried it is best, per- 
haps, not to consider them in a list which is intended 
largely as a guide for the intending purchaser.

Every form includes torture of 
the severest kind. The ones employed for perjury, or 
as a means for obtaining what the witness will not 
divulge, are peculiar to that nation.

THERE IS NOTHING NEW. 


MANY MEDICAL “DISCOVERIES” OF MODERN 
TIMES WELL KNOWN TO THE ANCIENTs. 


{London Lancet: ] M. O. Van Schoor in an essay in 
the Journal de Pharmacie for March on the evolution of 
medicine, accentuates the truth of the adage Nil novi sub 
sole. [Nothing new under the sun.] Some of his illus- 
trations are worth giving. Hippocrates was aware of the 
patches in the intestines. the discovery of which is 
asPibed to Peyer (1680,) and Casper Aselli (1600) is 
wrongly said to have discovered the chyliferous vessels 
to which Herophilus and Erasistratus drew attention (250 
B.C.) The pancreatic duct, the discovery of which is 
attributed to Hoffman and Wirsung (1630,) is mentioned 
by Eudemus, a contemporary of Galen. Again, Alcaeon, 
who lived in the fourth century before Christ, refers to 
the auditory duct, which afterward bore the name of 
eustachian tube. The same thing has occurred in ther- 
-apeutics. Many remedies that were employed in remote 
antiquity fell into disuse and were again introduced into 
practice at a later date. Thus, arsenic was used as a 
_febrifuge by Lentilius, and Hippocrates recommended it 
for cancerous affections. The most recent researches 
have resulted in the employment of arsenic for the same 
purpose in the form of organic compounds—e. g., the 
cacodylates and arrhenal. Pythagoras recognized the 
diuretic value of squill, but its use lapsed for a long pe- 
riod. 
Opium has been found in the dwellings of the inhab- 
_itants of the lake villages of Switzerland as well as in 
ancient Egyptian tombs, but afterward it appears to have 
several centuries. Hippocrates 
employed this drug freely as a sedative, and afterward it 
had a vogue in the Middle Ages. Even Paracelsus did 
not scruple to use thid vegetable drug in the case of one 
Kornel von Lichtenfels, who had vainly tried other prac- 
titioners without being cured. Parcelsus speedily ef- 
fected a cure, but it is of interest to note that the patient 
refused to pay the fee which had been agreed upon before 
the treatment was begun. The case was tried before the 
court at Basle, with the result that the fee was reduced 
to a few florins. This so angered Paracelsus that he re- 
proached the judge, and so brought about his banishment 
and the loss of the chair which he occupied in the uni- 
versity. A remedy known to Galen was the male fern, 
which after the lapse of centuries was brought to the no- 
tice of Louis XTV by a quack. 


In surgery it is no less true that some of the methods 
employed by modern advanced surgeons were known to 
the ancients. Thus Hippocrates mentioned intubation of 
the larynx and Coelius Aurelianus gave instances of the 
successful operation of tracheotomy. Phaxagoras ven- 
tured to perform a laparotomy and employed intestinal 
sutures. Operations for hernia were performed 250 B. C., 
and Serapion removed diseased kidneys. Puncture of the 
thorax in empyema was rediscovered in 650, after hav- 
ing been forgotten apparently for centuries. That the 
practice of asepsis is not entirely modern is shown by 
the fact that contemporaries of Hippocrates were in the 
habit of dipping their instruments in boiling water. 


In the thirteenth century it was customary before op- 
erating to administer to patients by means of sponges 
placed to the nose the juices of sedative plants—e. g. 
stramonium, belladonna and mandragora, consciousness 
being regained by the application of vinegar compresses 
Among other methods of treatment now in vogue hydro. 
therapy, gymnastics and the open-air treatment were 
practiced by the Romans and the Greeks. Hypnotism 
was thought highly of by the priestly physicians in the 
temples of Isis in Ancient Egypt. Perhaps one of the 
oldest forms of medication is organotherapy, which after 
a period of decline has again come into vogue. In medi- 
cine and surgery, as in all the arts and sciences, methods 
become general, then lapse into disuse, to be revived pos- 
sibly at a later per'od. and then to achieve a popularity 
which attaches to + sunnosed new thing.

I have learned since that he 
contributed many valuable relics to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution of Washington, and from him I learned much 
of value toward solving the mystery of the annihilated 
peoples.

resemblance of the Socorro county hieroglyphics to those 
of the Aztecs would indicate that the Mound Builders 
were Aztecs.

California Rhubarb. 2 | 
T a meeting of the Woman's Parliament in San 
Bernardino, this week, Mrs. Thedosia Shephard, the 
famous Ventura florist, exhibited specimens of her cul | 


hailed it as a new industrial factor in Southern Cali- 
fornia. People who heard Mrs. Shephard discourse upon 
the rapid growth of the new rhubarb saw fortunes await- 
ing those who will work up a market for it in the East | 
when snow lies deep upon the landscape and ice coats | 
all waters. 

The old rhubarb is a summer plant which grows | 
till fall and dies, and the new bears all the year, but 
reaches its perfection in winter. It is of a brilliant 


and is very tender, and its color gives a richness to the 
sauce, this brilliant crimson being retained after the 
rhubarb is cooked. 

Mrs. Shephard laid special stress upon the opportunity 
offered to women in this rhubarb, the raising of which 
is so easy and pleasant. She suggested that the women 
should form an association for the cultivation of the 
plant, instead of a number of them trying to carry on 
such business, as by uniting their labor and capital the 
profits would be greater than they would otherwise be. 

When this new rhubarb plant was first introduced 
by Luther Burbank it was almost as costly as a speci- 
men of his more recent spineless cactus, and Mrs. Shep- 
hard paid for her first ten plants $8. Two rows were set 
out, not with the intention of growing a vegetable for 
the market, but the rows grew so fast that one could 
almost see the plants climb, and a year after the first 
seed is planted the plant is ready for market, and with 
its rapid growth, Mrs. Shephard soon found an abun- 
dance of new rhubarb on her hands. 

Dayton Beautiful. = 

NE of the leading landscape architects of America 

has declared that, considering the cost of its homes, | 
K street, Dayton, is the most beautiful street in the 
world. The chief reason why it is so is that every house 
is covered with vines. Vines have been planted on a 
larger scale in Dayton then in any other city of its 
size in America. Dozens of different epecies have been 
tried and the list of best kinds for public use in civic 
improvement work has been narrowed to a small num- 
ber which will be found of the utmost practical value 
to beginners, especially those who have little to spend. 
Good permanent vines cost anywhere from 25 cents to 
$1.50, depending chiefly on the cost of propagation and 
the age and height of the plant. 

Dayton’s experience emphasizes the need of trellises 
wherever vines are to be trained over wooden walls. The 
simplest, cheapest and least obtrusive trellis is of 
woven wire fencing fastened to the wall on horizontal 
strips of poplar or pine two inches square. These

-A) SPARAGUS is one of the best vegetables for the 
amateur's home garden. It is perfectly handy, never 
fails to produce a crop, is one of the very first vegetables 
ready for spring and yields through June. It grows 
on any ordinary garden soil, but is surprisingly im- 
proved by high cultivation and heavy dressings of rich 
manure. The crop is earliest on sandy loam. It is not 
suited to land which is very wet. 


Paper Flower Pots. 


LOWER pots can, of course, be used in transplanting, 

but they are more expensive than the cans, which 
are generally thrown away as a perfect nuisance, Paper 
flower pots are decidedly good for this purpose. They 
are made of a brown, practically waterproof, cardboard, 
cleverly cut and folded in such a way that they may 
be easily and quickly opened at side and bottom. When 
the seedling is grown and ready for the garden, the 
pot is unfolded, the plant released, and the earth, if 
moist, will retain its shape. These paper pots can be 
purchased from dealers, in sample lots of one dozen, or 
in cases of 1000. They cost from 10 to 69 cents a dozen, 
the sizes ranging from two and one-quarter inches to 
six inches.—[Garden Magazine. 


‘Hot Water for Cabbage Worms. 


USED to think that plenty of strong fertilizer and a 

large piece of cabbage, the only practical method of 
getting the start of the worm. It never failed when | 
grew them in quantity for market. But for the home 
garden, where only a few heads are raised, I felt sure 
always of nothing except a crop of green, crawling 
worms. I tried road dust, ice cold water, saltpeter and- 
kerosene emulsion and the worms still ate the cabbages 
to the stump. Dalmatian insect powder was fatal. 
however. But the latest and simplest remely is hot 
water applied with a garden sprinkler when the cabbages 
are heading, Have it hot enough—not quite to boiling— 
to kill the worms when it touches them. You may

R. A. Crouch, of the British army, on the subject, ap- 
pear to be a fair statement of the feeling of the Anti- 
podeans in the matter. 

“White Australians,” says Mr. Crouch, want to be 
permitted to live, and they dread that they may be 
overwhelmed by the flood of Japanese-Chinese hu- 
manity, compelled by necessity and self-preservation 
to seek new and sparsely occupied living places.

It was very ungraciously received by Japan for many 
reasons, but it bit deepest where it nipped her newly- 
put-forth buds of national equality, and there has been 
no time since the outbreak of the war that she has 
not had an ear anxiously cocked for the click of the 
Austral cable that will tell her that the obnoxious 
measure is no more. So far the moves made in that 
direction at the other end of the line have come to 
nothing, in spite of the fact that all of the little in- 
fluence that England has left in the colony has been 
put forth in aid of her ally. : 


Whether my two weeks of good treatment, after as 
many months of indifferent, has had the desired effect 
on me from the viewpoint of the War Office, it is still 
too early to say.

AWSON, traced. to its origin, means son of Law-

The name is common in Scotland, where the family 
flouished centuries ago. The Lawsons are also found in 
Denmark. In Yorkshire they have been landed proprie- 
tors for three centuries. The head of the family has al- 
Ways been designated “esquire,” and that in times when 
the title was not so freely bestowed. In the “Heraldic

Visitation of Yorkshire” the family is described as Law- 


sons of Poppleton.” In the sixteenth century two of the 
family were Mayors of York—Sir George Lawson and 
: Thomas Lawson. 

One of the patriarchs of the family was John Lawson, 
Lord of Fawlesgrave, Yorkshire, time of Henry III. 
From him the present baronet is descended. Sir Ralph, 
or Raufe Lawson of Byker manor house, was knighted in 
1603. The manor house was purchased by one of the 
family from Henry VIII. By Sir Ralph’s marriage with 
Elizabeth Brough, he acquired the manor of Brough.

four children, found their way to Connecticut. Their 
youngest son, Thomas, was born here.

Since the organization of the Presbyterian 
church in Union, in 1738, till the present, there has never 
been a time when there lacked a man of the Lawson 
name to stand before the Lord. 


Dogged perseverance and industry have been marked 
characteristics. One John Lawson, the learned black- 
smith,” showed uncommon application to books. When 
an apprentice, instead of going about the streets at night 
with his companions, he earned money for his books, by 
sawing wood. Another, who began life as a carpenter,

The “give me liberty or give me death” sentiment has 
always been a strong one with the family. At the very 
first the Lawsons joined the noble band whose members 


their sacred honor for their country. Anthony Lawson 
was one of the signers of the declaration drawn up in 
Virginia, March 31, 1766, protesting against the stamp 
act. In Boston, Capt. Joseph Lawson joined the tea 
party of 1773, and we can well imagine that he was not 
backward about throwing the tea overboard. John, the 
pilgrim, had two sons and four grandsons in the Revolu- 
tion. Capt. Thomas, one of thé sons, led a company to 
Cambridge, and his son David was one of Major Andre's 
| guards. 
Curious names found in old Lawson records are Crayna 
Peper, Polly Riddle, Thankful Thurston, Drodate Nyn- 
yan, and Calamy. It was Nicholas Lawson who, when 
asked why he named a son Publius Virgilius Mare Nicho- 
| las, replied that his oldest boy John was a very bad boy, 
and he wanted his youngest son to have a long name, so 
that he would have plenty to thrash off if he wasn't good. 
Nicholas, the father, was Justice of the Peace, with a 
wife who was a jolly soul and must always have her joke. 
Whenever a couple came to be married by her husband, 
she quietly instructed them as to their duties after the 
ceremony—that they must bow and courtesy, and go 
through with various antics, which instructions the cou- 
ple carried out to the little woman's delight and the 
squire’s amazement, as the programme varied with each 
marriage. | 
It was Nicholas’s wife who was young at 90, with the 
vivacity and freshness of youth.

Of Old I Hold 
is the motto used by Sir Edward Lawson, of Hall Barn, 
Bueks county, England Other family mottoes are Quod 
Honestum Utile—What is honorable is profitable; Surgu, 
Lumen Adesi—i arise, light is here. The lion and leop- 
ard are emblazoned upon some of the shields, and a holly 
branch, which is an emblem of truth, is one crest. The 
sun is on old symbol of glory and splendor. Roman 
emperors had their crowns made with points in shape of 
the sun’s beams, because they were themselves like suns 
and flaming liwhts, for the whole world was led by their 
example. 

The sun shining through clouds symbolizes difficulties 
overcome. Arms indicate an industrious person. ‘The 
chevron was granted to one who had achieved some 
notable entervrise. Argent signifies peace and sincerity, 
and sable, constancy.

Smoking is permissibie 
nearly everywhere—in hotel or other dining-rooms, 
after, or even during meals; in railroad coaches, in 
street cars, in places of amusement, etc., etc. Clerks 
in dry-goods stores may frequently be seen taking a 
few whiffs at a cigarette, and policemen on their beats 
smoke whenever they can get the cigarettes. 

But no matter how sensitive you may be to the fumes 
of tobacco, you are not likely to suffer much from the 
Mexican’s way of smoking. He will light his cigarette 
—in rare instances a cigar—take a few deliberate puffs 
and quit. He never smokes in feverish fashion, or 
raises the dense smudge that is the delight of the av- 
erage American smoker, who seems bent upon getting 
the full worth of bis big cigar. Most Mexican women of 
the commoner class love their cigarettes, and may be 
seen puffing complacently in their homes, on the 
streets, in the street cars, or as they tend their lit- 
tle stands on the corner. Even these people do not cre- 
ate much of a smudze. | 


This universal smoking habit reveals itself to the un- 

_ initiated Gringo sometimes in the most startling man- 
ner. It is calculated to jar the sensibilities of the raw 

American to see some reputable-looking woman of the

ine sportsman must be very hard pressed for gun vic- 
tims when he can seriously call this tamest of all birds 
game. And can any farmer in his senses afford the ex- 
pense of having doves shot on his farm or in his neigh- 
borhood? Let us see! 

“When the Biological Survey of the Department of Ag- 
riculture took up the case of the mourning dove, and ex- 
amined the stomachs of 237 specimens, the summary of 
results proved that as a weed destroyer this bird is one 
| of the most valuable in America. Weed seeds constitute 
64 per cent. of its food, all the year round, with little 
monthly variation. In order to arrive at an exact deter- 
mination the seeds in three stomachs were carefully 
identified and counted. (This is the way the govern- 
ment experts draw their conclusions.) From one speci- 
men were taken 9200 weed seeds. From the second spec- 
imen were taken 6400, and from the third 7500. The 
grand total of weed seeds for the three doves was 23.100. 
And this for only one day’s supply! Assuming that 
these three doves had been killed for game by some 
sportsman previons to their meal, and those seeds had 
produced 23,100 weeds, how much would it have cost in 
labor at $1.50 per day to destroy them? Whoever does 
aught for the protection of doves does well, and a word 
to the wise is sufficient.” 

This last word of Prof. Hornaday’s is meant for our 
County Supervisors, who have given their fiat on the 
dove question. May Prof. Hornaday have no cause, when 
he writes another book, to class Californians with the 
“negroes of the South” in the matter of shooting doves 
for game. The mourning dove is now protected by State 
legislation in twenty-four States in the Union. May the 
time soon come when the gun clubs themselves will see 
that our little friend is protected in California. Shrikes 
make a very good game, as they fly as rapidly as doves, 
and the bags are unlimited. Let us try shrikes. I be- 
lieve I could myself alm at an old man shrike and bring 
‘him down limp as a leaf without losing my appetite for 
dinner. Not that I would dine on shrike unless very 
hungry; though I see not why these birds would not be 
as edible as “pork fed on swill and dead fish.” 

Someone called me up on the phone and asked: “Can 
you tell me what moves a great, strong. splendid man 
like Mr. to give so much time talking and writing 
things about the protection of doves? It looks as if he 
had mistaken his calling and should be a general or 
statesman or writer of books. Such small fry as doves 
to engage the attention of men like bim looks—well, | 
think it looks—it looks,” etc, ete. 

“No,” I answered, “I cannot tell what it is that moves 
the man. It is something you cannot weigh, nor meas- 
ure, nor calculate the exact shape of. It is etherial. But 
It is. Don't trouble yourself about the thing that moves 
him, but believe that it is tremendous, whatever it is.” 

What puzzles me is why some great, strong, splendid 
men shoot doves for sport. I sympathize with the 
sportsman’s pleasures, when the gun is on his shoulder. 
and the thoughts are in his soul—and also possibly when - 
he aims at something big and dangerous enough to hit, 
like a wild cat, for instance, 

I asked Scott Way, general secretary for the Audubons, 
to get a letter from Mr. Vogelsang, the State authority 
to whom we all must apply for privileges thie year, and 
the following is the very concise result.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 2, 1905. 

W. Scott Way, Secretary California Audubon Society, 
Pasadena, Cal. Dear Sir: I am in receipt of yours of 
April 25. Replying to your questions, permit me to 
say, that under the present law no one has authority 
to issue permits for the taking of any kind of wild game 
or non-game birds except the State Board of Fish Com- 
missioners. All county ordinances that were in effec’ 
previous to the passage of the State law now stan¢ 
more or less in conflict with it . The State law being 
supreme, they are invalidated and any person who was 
granted a permit under the county ordinance must ap 
ply to the State Board of Fish Commisioners and pro 
cure from them written authority before taking any kiné 
of wild birds, their nests or eggs. 

Investigation has shown that many of the applicants 
who desire permits to take birds, their nests and eggs 
were doing so for the sake of private collections, which 
in our opinion have little or no value so far as scien 

title study is concerned. We are restricted by law 11 
the granting of permits to purposes of propagation ane 
scientific or educational purposes. We are therefor’ 
limiting the issuance of permits to such educational in 
stitutions of the State or their bona fide collectors whos 
work we feel is truly in the interest of science. Any one 
making an application for a permit must be indorsed 
by the head of a zodlogical or biological department of 
such institution. 

When permits have been issued to take certain birds. 
and other varieties happen to be entrapped, the board 
will not constrre it to mean a violation of the law, so 
long as such birds are liberated. The same will apply 
to young birds that have fallen from nests and have 
been picked up and saved from destruction. The board 
will grant a permit to retain them until such time as 
they are able to take care of themselves. 

Everyone having any of our native birds in captivity 
that were acquired before the present law went into effect 
should make application to this board for a permit to 
hold the same. This applies particularly to mocking:

Study of Physica] Culture, Our Favorite Poisons 


and a National and International League for the 


Advancement of Physical Culture,” is a book of 772 pages 
that was sent to the editor many months ago, with the 
compliments of the author, Mrs. Mary Foote Henderson 
It is a most remarkable book. 
Written by a lifelong student of hygiene and diet, it 
would be a remarkable book. Still more remarkable is 
it when we consider that it is written by a society woman 


of the national capital, who has for many years been a 


queen of entertainers, living in a palace known as Bound- 
dary Castle, overlooking the city of Washington, and sur- 
rounded with every comfort and luxury, entertaining 
crowds of eminent people from all over the world, espe- 
cially foreign ministers and ambassadors, her husband 
having been a United States Senator. Mrs. Henderson's 
attention was called to the great evils arising from these 
“favorite poisons.” She began a thorough investigation, 


with the assistance afforded by the Congressional library, | 


aided by the advantage of meeting men of thought and 
intelligence from all over the world, and the knowledge 
of several languages. This, as Dr. Kellogg recently said 
in Good Health, “has enabled Mrs. Henderson to probe 


more deeply, perhaps, into this whole question of health 


culture than has been done by any other woman in our 
time.“ Mrs. Henderson’s object is to initiate a move- 
ment in behalf of hygienic and temperance reform among 
those classes of society which are not reached by any of 
the usual methods. 

It is indeed a remarkable book, showing a vast amount 
of patient study and great erudition. It is written in 4 
cain., dispassionate, convincing style and in good Eng- 
lish. In her preface, the author says; 

“It is delightful to catch a new view of the world as 


discovered by the physical culturist who has brought his 


health up to a certain standard. This is quite another 
world when seen through lenses which are not blurred 


nor improperly adjusted; when the fine machinery of the 
living organism no longer struggles either in self-defence | 
or for repairs, but works easily and smoothly; when the 


blood corpuscles are no longer disintegrated, spiculated | 
and pale, but round, red and rich laden; when mem- 
branes are no longer benumbed and inactive, as a result 
of irritating influences, but alert and absorbent, facili- — 
tating quick and easy building of tissues, and quick and 
easy elimination of natural waste products; when the 
body engine is no longer compressed by tight clothing, 
but is full in capacity; when the sensitized, photographic 
plates of the brain are no longer inert, but quick to re- 
ceive and reflect correct, sharp and lasting impressions; 
when the body machine is no longer oppressed with the 
clinkers of surplus material; when reserve forces are no 
longer wasted or dissipated by avoidable devitalizing ex- 
penditures, but are rich in store. , 
“Thus equipped with a living instrument in tune, the 
physical culturist finds the harmonies and symphonies 
of human existence infinite in kind and number. Prob- 
lems not only of happiness, but of human nature gener- 
ally, unfold their mysteries to him. He comes to believe 
that the world at large does not sufficiently appreciate 
how sound health, as gained and maintained by scientific 
living, promotes not only physical strength but moral 
etrength, and that physical health scorning disease and 
mental health scorning sin, are mutually dependent. 


“Our health aristocrat who is strong, self-reliant, suc- 
cessful, influential, long-lived, and happy finds that the 
continuance of youth depends largely on self; that old 
age is what we make it; that normal health is the richest 
prize of existence, and that this world is made for health 
and happiness.” 

The poisons discussed by the author include nicotine, 
alcohol in its various forms, opium, cocaine and tea and 
coffee. Here are a few exracts, that will give the reader 
an idea of the contents of this volume: 

“One sometimes encounters a man who boasts that he 
ean take an unusual amoynt of his drug without percep- 
tible consequence, regarding it as evidence of physical 
streneth. He does not know that a perfectly sound man 
cannot take any poison whatever, without instant ef- 
fects and symptoms, such as would be produced in the 
absolutely healthy organism of a child or lower animal. 
To be able to do this without these excitements tells a 
sad physiological story of palsied membranes and per- 
verted functions. In sound health, the alert telegraphic 
system of nerves quickly responds, as do the absorbant 
glands and the circulation of blood. The degenerate organ 
alone, fails in duty. Rather should one take pride in not 
being able to endwre any poison whatever—in not hav- 
ing been physically weakened to that extent, either by 
self-indulgence or through a deranged inheritance. :

In a communication to Medical Talk Samuel A. Block 
of Middletown, Conn., declares that this ailment can be 
relieved and cured by the hot bath. He writes as follows, 
in Medical Talk for May: 

“In Modern Medicine for October, 1904, a complete ac- 
count is given of some experimental treatments with the 
bath at 104 degrees Fahrenheit, administered once or 
twice a day for fifteen or twenty minutes. Cold com- 
presses are applied to the head. 

“The treatment has proven very beneficial even when 
the patient is in a subdelirious state; the first bath re- 
stores him to consciousness; or, in a few cases where 
consciousness was not restored until after the third bath, 
restlessness and delirium were diminished or disappeared 
entirely. 

“A comparison was made with fifty-one patients 
treated as above, and fifty cases treated with drugs and 
antitoxines. Of the fifty-one cases treated with hot baths 
thirty-four recovered; of the fifty patients treated with 
drugs only ten recovered. 

“This remarkable result should lead all physicians to 
adopt this treatment; the relatives of all patients stricken 
with this disease should insist that this treatment be ad- 
ministered in conjunction with other natural means.

UST suppose, for a moment, that one of the leading 
religious sects—let us say the Catholic church, for in-

would cause, would it not? Yet that is just exactly what 
the so-called “regular” physicians are doing, in regard to 
all who don’t believe in their drug method of treatment. 

“The Arrogance of Ethics,” with a subhead The Spirit 
of Labor Unionism in the American Medical Associa- 
tion,” is the title of a pamphlet, containing an _ 
published in the National Druggist, of St. Louis. 
is based on an action of the American Medical Assoc 3 
tion—the medical trust—aimed against proprietory med- 
icines. Now, the editor, as is wel] known, is not particu- 
larly enamored of patent medicines, but he holds that 
they are no more harmful—sometimes much less harm- 
ful—than the drugs administered by physicians—often 
administered in a most haphazard manner by physicians 
who are beginning to learn their trade, practicing on 
unfortunate patients.

“For cold, calculating presumption, we have never seen 
anything quite equal to this ‘plan’ of which the ‘Counci! 
on Pharmacy and Chemistry’ of the American Medical 
Association have thus solemnly delivered themselves. 
No body of ignorant labor unionists on a strike, demand- 
ing the right to dictate how another man’s business shall 
be run, under penalty of a boycott or as a condition of 
their returning to service, ever made a more impudent or 
ridiculous proposal. 

“The association, after all, comprises but 4 small pro- 
portion“ of the practising physicians of the country, and 
it cannot contro! the conduct of its own members, to say 
nothing of dictating to the more than a hundred thou- 
sand other doctors, who for some reason or other insist 


on remaining outside its sacred pale, and who refuse to 


bow down to the fetich of ethics which has been set up 
for their adoration. 

“Ethics, in the correct sense, is synonymous with good 
morals, and should guide, influence, and regulate all hu- 
man conduct. The lexicographers define it as the science 
of human duty. ‘The science of ethics,” we 
are told, ‘treats of the nature of the moral 


: agent as an intelligent and free being, possessed of a 


conscience.’ As used, however, by these smug preten- 
ders to superior wisdom and holiness, the word has noth- 
ing to do with morals, free agency, or conscience.
